LAWS 

OF 
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GEKEttAL  MAXIM. 

If  at  any  time  a  doubt  shall  arise  respecting  the  mean- 
ing of  any  Law  in  this  Code,  such  law  shall  be  inter- 
preted by  the  President,  according  to  the  strict  Letter, 
without  regard  to  any  supposed  Import  which  may  mi- 
litate against  such  interpretation;  but  should  it  so  hap- 
peh,  that  the  interpretation  given  to  any  Law  by  the 
President  appear  incorrect,  the  Sense  of  the  Society 
may  be  taken  upon  it,  by  a  Motion  being  made,  and 
supported  by  fifteen  Members.

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CHAPTER  I. 


OF  ORDINARY  MEETINGS. 


1.  The  Ordinary  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  com- 
mence on  the  last  Friday  but  one  of  October,  and  be 
held  every  Friday,  until  TWENTy-rouii  Dissertations 
shall  have  been  read.  There  ahull  uuL  liuwuvet  bt;  any 
Mooting  on  Good"Fi'iddy,'btitin  ita  stead  on  the  Thurs- 
day preceding  it  "Jlv^  -j'v- uit-  XA-drU^i^ «. t^e^  ivAiZtij^^ 

2.  Each  Ordinary  meeting  for  Private  Business 
shall  commence  at  five  minutes  after  seven  o'clock  p.  m. 
and  shall  continue  until  dissolved  by  the  President. 
But  the  Private  Business  shall  not  be  protracted  be- 
yond five  minutes  before  eight  o'clock,  except  for 
the  express  purpose  of  the  Collection  of  Fines,  (See 
Law  7,  Chap.  XII.)  the  collection  of  the  Annual  Contri- 
butions, (5ee  Law  9,  Chap.  V.)  and  the  Election  of  Pre- 
sidents and  Committees.  If  the  Private  business  shall 
not  then  be  finished,  it  shall  be  resumed,  either  at  the 
next  Ordinary  Meeting,  or  at  an  Extraordinary  one 
to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose.  There  shall  be  an 
adjournment  for  a  few  minutes  between  Private  and 
Public  Business. 


3.  The  Secretary,  at  the  beginning  of  Private  Busi- 
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ness,  and  at  the  beginning  of  Public  Business,  shall 
call  over  the  names  of  the  Presidents,  and  Ordinary 
Members  in  the  order  of  their  seniority.    He  shall  fine 
those  who  are  absent  at  the  first  roll  Sixpence,  and  those 
who  are  absent  at  the  second.  One  Shilling,  and  no 
excuses  for  absence  shall  be  deemed  valid  except  those 
specified  in  Law  3,  Chap.  XII.    At  eleven  o'clock 
paper  shall  be  signed  by  the  President,  and  then  placed "'■"^^^^^f'r^.'^;' 
in  the  Library-room  for  the  signature  of  members,  andui  tKc*'}i^'"^ 
those  who  neglect  to  sign  it  shall  be  fined  Sixpence.,        ,  ;l 
If  the  President  in  the  chair  neglect  to  provide  such 
paper  he  shall  be  fined  Five  Shillings.  But  if  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  evening  be  not  continued  till  eleven 
o'clock,  the  Secretary  shall  call  a  third  roll,  and  every 
absent  member  shall  incur  the  penalty  of  Sixpence, 
after  which  the  meeting  shall  be  dissolved.    On  the 
evenings  on  which  there  is  no  public  business,  the  roll 
shall  be  called  over  twice,  and  the  fine  for  absence 
at  each  roll-call  shall  be  Sixpence. 

4.  If  the  Author  of  a  Dissertation  be  absent  during 
its  Discussion  more  than  fifteen  minutes,  he  shall 
be  fined  Five  Shillings  :  The  President  shall  notice 
the  time  he  may  be  absent.  If  the  Author  do  not  at- 
tend during  any  part  of  the  Discussion,  he  shall  incur 
the  Penalty  of  One  Guinea,  unless  he  make  a  satisfac- 
tory Excuse  for  his  Absence. 

5.  If  an  Adjournment  be  moved  during  Public  Bu- 
siness, the  sense  of  the  Society  shall  be  immediately 
taken.    But  such  adjournment  shall  nqt  take  place

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unless  assented  to  by  fifteen  members  present,  and 
if  thus  agreed  on,  a  notice  of  the  adjournment  shall  be 
inserted  in  the  Minutes,  and  affixed  to  some  conspicu- 
ous place  in  the  Library.  Previously  to  the  adjourn- 
ment the  roll  shall  be  called. 

6.  At  Adjourned  Meetings  the  Roll  shall  be  called 
at  the  commencement  and  termination  of  the  Meetinor. 
The  Fine  for  Absence  shall  be  the  same  as  at  Ordinary 
Meetings. 

7.  A  Member  may  petition  for  Leave  of  Absence  from 
the  Meetings  of  the  Society  for  a  limited  time,  pro- 
vided he  be  not  to  give  in  a  Dissertation  within  thuee 
WEEKS.  A  petition  for  Leave  of  Absence  on  the  ground 
of  Indisposition  shall  be  decided  by  Ballot  immediate- 
ly. If  on  any  other  ground,  it  shall  first  hang  in  the 
Library  for  a  week ;  a  Majority  of  thkek-fourths  of 
the  Society  being  in  either  case  required  for  its  Admis- 
sion ;  and  if  it  be  rejected,  a  second  Petition  shall  not 
be  presented  by  the  same  Member  during  that  Session, 
founded  on  the  samp  reasons.

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CHAPTER  II. 

OF  EXTRAORDINARY  MEETINGS. 

1.  To  admit  an  Extraordinary  Meeting  of  the  Socie- 
ty for  the  discussion  of  Public  Business,  a  majority  of 
suffrages  shall  be  required ;  but  an  Extraordinary 
Meeting  for  Private  Business  may  be  appointed,  if  re- 
quired by  oNii-THiRD  of  the  Members  present.  The 
President  in  office  shall  appoint  it  within  twenty-four 
hours,  unless  the  member  proposing  it  consent  to  its 
being  later. 

2.  The  Roll  shall  be  called  at  the  beginning  and  end 
of  every  Extraordinary  Meeting.  Every  Ordinary 
attending  Member  shall  be  fined  One  Shilling  for 
each  Roll-Call  to  which  he  has  not  answered  ;  but  the 
following  Appeals  shall  be  considered  valid  : — Confine- 
ment by  Illness, — Engagements  at  other  Societies, — 
or  at  Classes, — and  Absence  from  Town  two  miles. 

3.  An  Extraordinary  Meeting  shall  be  held  every 
SECOND  year,  during  the  Month  of  February,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  and  repealing  Laws,  as  specified  in 
Law  1,  Chap.  III. 

4.  On  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  last  Ordinary 
Meeting  of  each  Session,  there  shall  be  an  Extraordi- 
nary Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  Money 
due  to  the  Society;  after  which  any  Miscellaneous 
Business  of  the  Society  may  be  considered. 
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5.  On  the  succeeding  Friday,  there  shall  be  another 
Extraordinary  Meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
the  appointed  statement  from  the  Committee  of  Finance, 
{See  Law  7,  sect.  iv.  Chap.  XXII.)  as  also  the  report 
of  a  Committee,  which  shall  have  been  appointed  at  the 
last  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Session,  to  examine  the 
Accounts  of  the  Annual  Presidents. — {See  Law  6,  sect, 
vi.  Chap.  XXII.) 

6.  An  Extraordinary  Meeting  may  be  convened  at  any 
time  during  the  recess,  provided  Notice  of  such  Meet- 
ing, signed  by  fifteen  Members,  shall  have  been  set 
up  in  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  Library  for  a  week 
previous.  It  is,  however,  clearly  to  be  understood,  that 
such  Meeting  can  only  deliberate  upon  Private  Matters, 
which,  it  shall  appear,  require  immediate  consideration, 
or  concerning  which,  it  would  be  impossible  to  wait  for 
the  usual  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Society.  The  Chair 
is  to  be  taken  by  a  President  of  the  former  Session  if 
present,  if  not,  by  the  Senior  Ordinary  Member.  All 
questions  are  to  be  decided  by  a  simple  Majority. 

7.  Any  Member  who  wishes  to  read  a  communica- 
tion or  paper  to  the  Society  during  the  Summer  Re- 
cess, may  direct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Members  then  in  town  for  that  purpose  ;■ — but  the  at- 
tendance at  such  meeting  shall  be  voluntary.  The 
Senior  President,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  Presidents, 
the  Senior  Ordinary  Member  present,  shall  take  the 
chair,  and  the  debate  be  regulated  by  the  same  laws 
which  apply  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

OF  NEW  LAWS. 

1.  On  the  FiBST  Ordinary  Meeting  in  February,  of 
every  second  year,  the  President  shall  give  notice,  that 
all  Proposals  for  making  or  repealing  laws,  must  be  pre- 
sented at  the  NEXT  ensuing  Ordinary  Meeting.  Every 
Proposal  shall  hang  in  the  Library,  previously  to  its 
being  determined  at  an  Extraordinary  Meeting,  which 
the  President  at  the  Meeting  when  the  Proposals  are 
presented  shall  appoint  to  be  held,  in  the  course  of  the 
Week  succeeding  the  third  Ordinary  Meeting  in  the 
same  Month  ;  and  no  Proposal  shall  be  admitted,  if 
not  approved  by  three-fourths  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Society  may  in  any  part  of  the  Session  make 
New  Regulations,  which  shall  have  the  force  of  Laws 
until  the  ensuing  Legislative  Meeting  in  February,  and 
no  longer.  No  Proposal  for  adopting  a  new  Regulation 
shall  be  admitted,  without  the  concurrent  suffrages  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Society.  If  any  proposal  for  a  New 
Regulation  be  withdrawn,  the  Proposer  shall  incur  the 
Penalty  of  One  Shilling;  and  if  it  be  rejected  by 
more  than  two-thikds  of  the  Society,  he  shall  incur 
the  Penalty  of  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence. 

3.  "When  any  Proposal  is  made  to  the  Society,  the 
proposing  Member  alone  shall  speak  concerning  it :  At 
the  Discussion  of  it,  no  Member  shall  speak  more  than 
twice,  unless  permitted  by  the  President,  except  the 
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Proposer,  who  shall  be  allowed  to  reply  to  any  Objec- 
tions. This  Law  shall  extend  to  Proposals  of  every 
kind  made  at  Ordinary,  as  well  as  Extraordinary  Meet- 
ings. 

4.  The  operation  of  no  Law  shall  at  any  time  be  Sus- 
pended without  the  sanction  of  the  same  majority  of 
votes,  as  is  requisite  for  the  Enactment  of  the  Law. 
{See  Law  6,  Chap.  IV.)       V^-^iuc  Wvvv4r'

CHAPTER  IV. 

OF  THE  DECISIONS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

1.  When  any  proposal,  made  to  the  Society  at  an 
Ordinary  Meeting,  and  seconded,  is  not  unanimously 
agreed  to,  it  shall  be  determined  either  at  the  nearest 
convenient  Ordinary  Meeting,  or  at  an  Extraordinary 
Meeting  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  ; — except  a 
Proposal  for  an  Extraordinary  Meeting, — for  the  ad- 
journment of  Public  Business, — for  the  Admission  of  a 
Visitor, — for  the  Purchase  of  Books  or  Apparatus, — or 
any  other  Proposal,  the  nature  of  which  is  incompatible 
with  delay; — as  also  a  Petition  for  a  Diploma, — ^or  for 
Leave  of  Absence  on  the  ground  of  Indisposition, — any 
of  which  shall  be  ballotted  for  immediately.  Petitions 
for  Leave  of  Absence  on  any  other  ground  than  that  of 
Indisposition,  and  Proposals  for  making  or  repealing 
Laws,  shall  in  all  cases  first  be  suspended  in  the  Li- 
brary, as  shall  likewise  all  other  Proposals,  if  objected  to. 
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r     2.  Any  Proposals  made  at  an  Extraordinary  Meeting 
,    p  and  seconded,  if  not  objected  to  by  one  in  ten,  shall 

be  ballotted  for  immediately  :  if  otherwise,  they  shall  be 
^'^^^'^f^^ter mined  at  an  Extraordinary  Meeting,  to  be  ap- 
.ZjUuv^C^    [pointed  for  that  day  se^nnight. 

3.  The  manner  of  ballotting  shall  be  as  follows : 
Every  Member  who  may  not  choose  to  vote  having  re- 
tired, each  remaining  Member  shall  receive  a  Ballot- 
ting  Ball,  which  he  shall  put  into  the  Aye  or  No  side 
of  the  Ballotting  Box  :  The  Secretary  shajjj^lien  count 
the  number  of  Voters  ;  and  if  this  be  ^ound  by  the 
President  and  four  Ordinary  Members,  summoned 
each  Night  in  rotation  according  to  their  seniority,  (w-ho 
shall  always  together  examine  the  returns),  to  corre- 
spond with  the  number  of  Ballotting  Balls  in  the  Box, 
the  President  shall  announce  the  Decision  of  the  Ques- 
tion according  to  the  proportion  of  Balls  in  the  different 
sides. 

4.  To  adopt  a  Proposal  for  appointing  an  Extraor- 
dinary Meeting  for  Private  Business,  the  concurrent 
Suffrages  of  one-thikd  of  the  Society  shall  be  suffi- 
cient, but  if  for  the  discussion  of  Public  Business,  a  ma- 
jority of  Suffrages  shall  be  required. 

5.  To  adopt  a  New  Regulation, — to  accept  the  ex- 
cuse of  a  President  for  Absence  during  more  than  three 
successive  Ordinary  Meetings, — to  exculpate  the  Li- 
brary Committee  when  accused  of  misconduct, — or  ad- 
mit a  Petition  for  altering  the  subject  of  a  Dissertation, 
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a  Majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  Society  shall  be  re- 
quired. 

6.  To  adopt  a  Law, — to  admit  a  Visitor, — to  grant  a 
SINGLE  Petition  for  a  seat, — or  a  Petition  for  Leave  of 
Absence, — or  to  elect  a  Corresponding  Member,  or 
Secretary,  a  Majority  of  thiiee-fouuths  of  the  So- 
ciety shall  be  required. 

7.  To  admit  a  number  of  Petitions  for  seats  at  okce, 
a  Majority  of  more  than  three-fodrths,  and  to  admit 
an  Honorary  Member,  a  Majority  of  moke  than  five- 
sixths  of  the  Society  shall  be  required. 

8.  A  Motion  having  been  submitted  to  the  Society 
and  determined  by  it,  no  subsequent  Proposal  for  alter- 
ing or  reversing  that  Decision  shall  be  adopted,  unless 
it  be  supported  by  the  same  proportion  of  suffrages 
which  was  required  to  constitute  the  Decision  on  the 
original  Motion. 

9.  To  Suspend  the  operation  of  any  Law,  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  same  Majority  of  Votes  shall  be  required  as 
was  requisite  for  its  original  Enactment.    (See  Law  6.) 

10.  The  Sense  of  the  Society  collected  from  the 
Suffrages  of  a  Majority  by  Ballot,  shall  in  all  other 
cases,  not  particularly  specified,  regulate  their  Deci- 
sions. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

OF  ORDINARY  MEMBERS. 

1.  Admissions  into  the  Society  shall  take  place  only 
between  the  first  of  November  and  the  third  Ordi- 
nary Meeting  in  April  inclusive. 

2.  Every  Petition  for  a  Seat  shall  be  presented  in 
due  time,  (See  Order  of  Proceedings,  No.  7.)  at  an 
Ordinary  Meeting,  by  a  Member  who  shall  not  be  at 
liberty  to  make  a  recommendatory  Speech  in  favour  of 
the  Petitioner;  but  the  following  Recommendation, 
signed  by  at  least  six  Members,  shall  be  affixed  to 
every  such  Petition  when  it  is  presented : 

We  the  Underwritten  attest,  that  we  believe  the  Petitioner 
to  be  a  proper  Person  to  become  a  Member  of  this  Society. 

And  the  Names  of  the  attesting  Members  shall  be 
inserted  in  the  Minutes,  after  that  of  the  Petitioner. 

3.  Every  Petition  for  a  Seat  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  Ordinary  Meeting  at  which  it  is  pre- 
sented, and  shall  be  determined  at  the  following  one. 
In  the  meantime,  it  shall  be  affixed  to  some  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Library,  and  circulate  in  the  Minutes. 

4.  All  the  Petitions  for  Seats  to  be  determined  the 
same  Evening  shall  be  ballotted  for  at  once;  but  if  not 
admitted  by  a  greater  Majority  than  three-fourths 
of  the  Society,  they  shall  be  ballotted  for  separately; 
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in  each  case,  a  Majority  of  thhee-fourths  of  the  So- 
ciety shall  be  required,  and  the  Report  of  the  Deci- 
sions of  the  Society  concerning  them  shall  be  suspend- 
ed, until  the  whole  are  determined. 

3.  No  SINGLE  Petition  for  a  Seat  shall  be  ballotted 
for  more  than  once  during  the  same  Evening,  unless 
on  discovery  of  a  mistake  in  the  Ballot ;  nor  shall 
any  Petition  for  a  Seat  be  received  from  the  same 
Person  more  than  three  times  in  One  Session. 

6.  The  newly  elected  Member  may  sign  the  Laws 
at  the  appointed  time,  {See  Order  of  Proceedings, 
No.  6.)  on  the  Evening  of  his  Election,  or  during  any 
of  the  three  succeeding  Ordinary  Meetings ;  but  if 
he  neglect  to  do  this,  he  shall  forfeit  the  right  of  ever 
becoming  a  Member,  unless  he  shall  make  in  writing 
a  satisfactory  Apology.  Every  member  on  his  Ad- 
mission into  the  Society  shall  subscribe  the  following 
Obligation  : 

By  subscribing  my  Name  to  the  Laws  of  The  Medi- 
cal Society  of  Edinburgh,  I  publicly  declare,  that  I 
will  obey  all  its  Laws  and  Regulations  ;  and  especially, 
that  1  will  be  particularly  careful  of  all  the  Books  belong- 
ing to  its  Library  ;  that  I  will  never  consent  to  any  aliena- 
tion of  the  said  Library,  or  any  other  property  of  the 
Society,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  agreed  to  at  a 
full  and  lawfid  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Society,  held 
between  the  first  day  of  November  and  the  last  day  of 
Jpril  inclusive ;  nt  which  Meeting  there  shall  have  been 
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present  not  Jewer  than  six  Honorary,  and  sixteen  Or- 
dinary Members  of  nine  months  standing,  who  shall 
consent  to  the  Alienation  of  the  said  Library  and  Pro- 
perty. And  I  further  promise,  that  I  will  be  careful 
that  every  Person  becoming  a  Member  of  this  Society 
shall  subscribe  this  Obligation,  as  I  now  do  in  the  presence 
of  the  Society. 

7.  Every  Member,  upon  signing  the  Laws,  shall  be 
desired  to  annex  to  his  own  Name,  that  of  his  Country, 
and  Place  of  Residence. 

8.  Every  Member  upon  signing  the  Laws,  shall  pay 
to  the  President  in  the  Chair,  the  Sum  of  Foue  Pounds 
Ten  Shillings.  He  shall  receive  a  Copy  of  the  Laws, 
a  List  of  the  Members,  and  a  Catalogue  of  the  Library. 

9.  At  the  FIRST  Ordinary  Meeting  in  December,  each 
Member,  if  it  be  the  second  Session  of  his  Attendance, 
shall  pay  Three  Pounds  Five  Shillings  ;  if  the  third 
Session,  Two  Pounds  Four  Shillings. 

10.  Any  Member  coming  to  Town  after  the  first 
Ordinary  Meeting  in  December,  shall  pay  his  Contri- 
bution at  the  Ordinary  Meeting  next  after  the  time 
when  he  shall  have  received  notice  from  the  Secretary 
that  he  is  required  to  attend :  and  if  any  Member  ne- 
glect to  pay  his  Contribution  when  it  is  called  for,  he 
shall  incur  a  Fine  of  Five  Shillings  every  Week  it 
remains  unpaid  after  the  first  two  weeks. 
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11.  If  any  Member  assumes  to  himself  a  Title  of  the 
Society  which  he  has  not  lawfully  acquired,  he  shall 
be  fined  Two  Guineas,  and  shall  be  obliged  to  relin- 
quish the  Title  which  he  has  assumed,  under  Penalty 
of  Expulsion. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

OF  EXTRAORDINARY  MEMBERS. 

1.  A  Member,  after  having  attended  two  complete 
Sessions,  or  a  period  equal  to  two  Sessions, — discharg- 
ed all  his  Debts  to  the  Society, —  and  written  a  Dis- 
sertation, shall  become  an  Extraordinary  Member. 
He  shall,  notwithstanding,  deliver  a  second  Disserta- 
tion in  his  turn,  subject  to  all  those  Laws  which  respect 
the  Delivery  of  Dissertations,  Attendance  during  their 
discussions,  &c.  provided  each  Ordinary  Member  of 
TWELVE  MONTHS  Standing  shall  have  previously  deliver- 
ed in  a  Dissertation. 

2.  An  Extraordinary  Member  shall  enjoy  all  the 
Privileges  of  Ordinary  Members,  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  Penalties  to  which  they  are  liable,  unless  in  such 
cases  as  are  otherwise  particularly  specified.  He  shall 
moreover  not  be  required  to  attend  Meetings,  nor,  af- 
ter his  THiiiD  Contribution  of  Two  Pounds  Foua 
Shillings,  to  pay  Contributions. — (See  Law  9,  Chap. 
V.) 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

OF  CORRESPONDING  MEMBERS. 

1.  Atiy  eminent  Practitioner  in  Medicine  or  Surgery 
may  be  proposed  as  a  Corresponding  Member  after  the 
FIRST  of  January,  provided  he  does  not  permanently 
reside  in  Edinburgh.  The  proposal  shall  be  affixed 
to  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  Library  for  one 
MONTH,  and  shall  then  be  determined  at  the  subsequent 
Ordinary  Meeting. 

2.  A  Majority  of  three-fourths  of  the  Society 
shall  be  requisite  for  the  admission  of  a  Correspond- 
ing Member,  who  shall  not  be  required  to  write  Dis- 
sertations, and  shall  enjoy  all  the  Privileges  of  an  Ex- 
traordinary Member,  subject  to  the  same  Restrictions. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

OF  HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

1.  Any  Person  may  be  proposed  as  an  Honorary 
Member  after  the  first  of  January ;  but  such  pro- 
posal must  be  previously  submitted  to  the  Fine  Com- 
mittee, and,  if  agreed  to  by  a  Majority  of  two-thirds 
of  the  whole  Committee,  it  shall  then  be  submitted  to 
the  Society,  and  exposed  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
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Library  for  one  month,  to  be  determined  at  the  sub^ 
sequent  Ordinary  Meeting. 

2.  A  Majority  of  more  than  five-sixths  of  the  So- 
ciety shall  be  requisite  for  the  Admission  of  an  Honor- 
rary  Member,  who  shall  not  be  required  to  write  Dis- 
sertations, and  shall  enjoy  all  the  Privileges  of  an  Ex- 
traordinary Member,  subject  to  the  same  Restrictions. 

On  NEITHER  of  the  above  occasions  shall  any  dis- 
cussion be  allowe^I. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

OF  VISITORS. 

1.  Each  Member  of  the  Society  shall  have  liberty 
to  propose  twelve  Visitors  during  the  Session ;  but  no 
Member  shall  be  allowed  to  introduce  more  than  one 
Visitor  on  the  same  Evening,  and  each  Visitor  shall 
be  required  to  sign  the  following  declaration  on  his 
card  of  admission : 

I  consider  myself  bound  to  observe  the  Laws  of  this 
Society,  particularly  those  affecting  Publication. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  Public 
Business  for  the  Evening,  to  sign  the  Visitors'  Tickets, 
and  to  Register  their  Names. 

3.  After  the  proposal  of  the  Visitors,  their  Names 
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shall  be  read  ;  and  if  an  Objection  should  be  made  to 
any  Proposal,  it  shall  be  ballotted  for  immediately ;  a 
Majority  of  three-fourths  of  the  Society  being  re- 
quired for  its  Admission. 

4.  The  SAME  Person  shall  not  be  appointed  a  Visitor 
more  than  twice  in  the  same  Session,  except  on 
grounds  which  shall  appear  satisfactory  to  a  Majority 
of  THREE-FOURTHS  of  the  Society. 

5.  At  the  commencement  of  every  Session,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  write,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  Names  of 
all  the  Ordinary  Members,  in  a  Book  allotted  for  that 
purpose  ;  in  which  the  President,  on  the  Appointment 
of  any  Visitor,  shall  write  his  name,  with  the  Day  and 
Month  of  such  Appointment,  opposite  the  Name  of  the 
Member  who  proposed  him. 


CHAPTER  X. 

OF  PRESIDENTS. 

1.  On  the  first  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Society  af- 
ter the  sixteenth  of  November,  or  on  the  sixteenth 
of  November,  if  an  Ordinary  Meeting  happen  on  that 
Day,  the  President  shall  give  notice,  that  the  election  of 
Annual  Presidents  will  take  place  at  the  next  Ordi- 
nary Meeting;  and  intimation  of  the  Appointment  shall 
be  hung  up  in  the  Library,  and  circulated  with  the 
Dissertation  and  Minutes. 
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2.  At  the  same  Meeting  a  Committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, to  prepare  a  list  of  those  qualified  to  vote,  as 
specified  in  Law  1,  sect.  vi.  Chap.  XXII. 

3.  No  Ordinary  Member  shall  vote  at  the  Election 
of  Presidents,  if  he  have  not  been  admitted*  at  least 
TWO  MONTHS  before  its  Occurrence. 

4.  No  Member  shall  vote  at  the  Election  of  Presi- 
dents, except  he  shall  have  intimated  by  a  Letter  to  the 
Secretary  before  the  close  of  the  Ordinary  Meeting  pre- 
ceding the  Election,  his  intention  of  voting ;  which  In- 
timation must  be  inserted  in  the  Minutes  of  that  Evenr 
ing. 

5.  Any  Member  who  shall  falsify  a  letter  to  the  Se- 
cretary in  the  case  specified  in  the  preceding  Law,  shall 
incur  the  Penalty  of  Expulsion. 

6.  Any  Member  who  shall  solicit  a  Vote,  shall  forfeit 
his  right  of  voting  at  the  election  of  Presidents,  and 
shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One  Guinea. 

7.  Those  Members  alone  shall  be  eligible  to  the  of- 
fice of  Presidents,  who  are  entitled  to  vote  at  the  elec- 
tion of  Presidents. 

8.  On  the  Evening  of  Election,  each  Member  being 


•  By  "  admitted,"  is  understood  having  signed  the  Laws.  , 
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called  upon,  according  to  Seniority,  to  deliver  a  List  of 
those  for  whom  he  may  vote,  shall  be  required  by  the 
President  to  make  the  following  Public  Declaration : 

/  declare  that,  in  voting  for  the  Four  Gentlemen 
ivhose  names  are  in  this  List,  I  am  bound  by  no  jnoinise, 
nor  irtfluenced  by  any  motive  or  consideration,  except  the 
conviction,  that  these  Fouii  are,  by  their  strenuous  and 
pre-eminent  exertions,  in  promoting  the  interests,  and 
enhancing  the  reputation  of  the  Society,  entitled  to  the 
honour  which  our  united  suffrage  is  believed  to  confer. 

9.  A  Committee,  to  consist  of  Seven  Members,  shall 
then  be  appointed  to  examine  the  Lists.  They  shall 
present  a  written  report  containing  the  names  of  the 
Members  voted  for,  and  the  number  of  Votes  for  each, 
distinguishing  therein  such  as  are  void  from  having 
been  given  to  Members  who  could  not  be  identified  on 
account  of  some  ambiguity  in  the  names,  or  who  are 
ineligible  by  law  for  the  office.  The  President  in  the 
Chair  shall  then  announce  the  result  of  the  Election, 
according  to  the  Majority  of  Votes ;  but,  in  the  event 
of  two  or  more  Members  having  an  equal  number  of 
Votes,  a  Second  ballot  shall  immediately  take  place,  for 
ascertaining  the  ultimate  depision  of  the  Societ\',  whe- 
ther such  coincidence  of  the  numbers  affect  the  rank 
of  the  Presidents  in  point  of  seniority,  or  the  election 
pf  the  fourth  President. 

10,  If  a  Vacancy  should  occur  in  the  Office  of  Pre- 
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sident  during  the  Session,  the  same  Order  shall  be  fol- 
lowed in  filling  it  up  as  at  the  Annual  Election. 

11.  The  four  Presidents  shall  attend  the  Meetings 
of  the  Society,  be  subject  to  Fines  as  Ordinary  Mem- 
bers, and  officiate  according  to  Seniority.  If  the  Presi- 
dent whose  turn  it  may  be  to  take  the  Chair  should  be 
absent  at  the  Hour  of  meeting,  he  shall  be  fined  One 
Shilling;  and  if  he  should  not  appear  during  the 
whole  Business,  he  shall  be  fined  Two  Shillings  and 
Sixpence.  These  Fines,  however,  shall  not  be  incur- 
red, provided  he  shall  have  obtained  another  President 
to  officiate  in  his  stead. 

12.  If,  at  the  beginning  of  any  Meeting,  all  the  An- 
nual Presidents  be  absent,  the  Office  of  President  shall 
devolve  on  the  Senior  Member  present ;  but  if  the  Pre- 
sident whose  turn  it  may  be  to  officiate,  have  occasion  to 
leave  the  Chair,  he  may  substitute  in  his  place  any 
Member  whom  he  may  think  proper. 

13.  If  a  President  shall  absent  himself  for  more  than 
THREE  successive  Ordinary  Meetings,  prior  to  the  first 
Meeting  in  April,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  Presi- 
dent's Diploma,  and  shall  be  fined  Five  Guineas, 
unless  he  make  an  excuse  which  shall  be  deemed  satis- 
factory by  Two-THiEDs  of  the  Society. 

14.  Any  Member  dissatisfied  with  the  conduct  of  a 
President  may  accuse  him  :  An  Extraordinary  Meeting 
shall  be  appointed  for  judging  of  the  accusation.  If

the  Society  find  the  allegations  just,  the  President  shall 
be  censured  or  deposed ;  if  not,  the  Accuser  shall  incur 
the  Penalty  of  Ten  Shillings  and  Sixpence. 

15.  A  President  may  resign  his  Office  at  any  time 
after  his  election,  by  simply  giving  notice  in  writing 
to  the  President  in  the  Chair.  He  shall  not  however, 
after  such  resignation,  be  permitted  to  subscribe  him- 
self as  Annual  President,  or  formerly  Annual  Presi- 
dent, unless  he  shall  have  previously  obtained  the  con- 
sent of  a  Majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  Society,  at  any 
of  its  Ordinary  Meetings.  The  same  Law  shall  apply 
when  a  President  may  have  been  deposed. 

16.  The  President  whose  turn  it  may  be  to  officiate 
at  the  Public  Business  of  any  Meeting,  shall  officiate  at 
the  Private  Business  of  the  succeeding  Ordinary  Meet- 
ing, and  at  all  Extraordinary  Meetings  which  may  oc- 
cur during  the  intervening  Week. 

17.  The  Presidents  shall,  ex  officio,  be  Members  of 
the  following  Committees;  viz.  All  the  Presidents  shall 
be  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Fines,  the  Committee 
of  Finance,  and  the  Committee  for  examining  Commu- 
nications for  Publication:  The  two  officiatingPresidents 
of  the  evening  shall  be  Members  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee :  The  President  in  office  {See  Law  16.)  shall  be 
a  Member  of  the  Apparatus  and  Museum  Committees, 
and  may  attend  as  a  Member  of  any  Committee. 

18.  The  officiating  President  in  Public  Business 
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shall  not  allow  the  Medical  News  to  be  protracted  be- 
yond Ten  o'clock.    He  shall  read  the  Dissertation, 
(unless  the  Author  prefer  reading  it  himself,)  and  shall 
also  regulate  the  Debate  ;  for  any  irregularity  during 
which,  he  may  impose  a  Fine  not  exceeding  One 
Shilling.    If  any  personal,  impolite,  or  disorderly 
expression  should  occur  during  the  Evening,  the  Pre- 
sident shall  immediately  censure  it.    Should  the  Pre- 
sident be  inattentive  to  this  part  of  his  Duty,  any 
Member  may  remind  him  of  it,  and  may  require  him 
to  take  the  opinion  of  the  Society  immediately.  If 
the  offending  Member  I'efuse  to  make  such  conces- 
sions as  the  Society  may  judge  proper,  he  shall  incur 
the  Penalty  of  Expulsion  ;  but  if,  after  he  shall  have 
made  such  concessions,  any  Member  should  challenge 
him  to  a  Duel,  that  Member  shall  incur  the  Penalty 
of  Expulsion. 

19.  The  officiating  President  in  Private  Business, 
and  at  Extraordinary  Meetings,  shall  have  the  same 
authority  to  fine  and  censure  any  Member,  as  the  offi- 
ciating President  in  Public  Business. 

20.  The  President  in  Office  shall  draw  up  the  Mi- 
nutes of  Private  Business,  and  shall  deliver  them  to 
the  Secretary,  to  be  transcribed  into  the  records  of  the 
Society ."^The  President  and  Secretary  shall  both  sign 
the  Minutes  before  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
and  if  this  be  neglected,  or  any  omission  or  mistake 
contained  in  them,  the  President  shall  be  fined  Two 
Shillings  and  Sixpence. 
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21.  The  officiating  President  in  Private  Business 
shall  read  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  Meeting.  He 
shall  announce  from  the  Chair  every  Vacancy  in  any 
Office  of  the  Society  when  it  shall  occur ;  or  if  it  hap- 
pen in  the  middle  of  the  Week,  he  shall  take  care  that 
notice  of  it  be  inserted  in  the  Minutes  of  the  ensuing 
Ordinary  Meeting,  and  it  shall  be  filled  up  at  the  fol- 
lowing one. 

22.  The  money  collected  by  each  President,  or  re- 
ceived by  him  from  the  Secretary,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  within  eight  days,  under  the  Penalty  of 
Ten  Shillings  and  Sixpence  ;  and  the  same  Penalty 
shall  be  repeated  every  week  until  the  Sum  be  paid. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

OF  DIPLOMAS- 

1.  Every  Member  requesting  a  Diploma  or  Certifi- 
cate, must  petition  for  it  in  writing :  The  Petition 
shall  be  immediately  determined  by  Ballot. 

2.  No  Member  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  Diplo- 
ma or  Certificate,  until  he  shall  have  discharged  bis 
Debts  to  the  Society. 

3.  No  Member  who  has  at  any  former  period  re- 
ceived a  Certificate  shall  be  granted  a  Diploma,  unless 
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tlie  Certificate  formerly  granted  be  returned  to  the 
Secretary. 

4.  No  Member  shall  be  granted  a  secoxd  Diploma 
of  the  same  kind  on  any  account  whatever,  unless  the 
FIRST  be  returned. 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  not  affix  the  Seal  of  the  So- 
ciety to  any  Certificate  or  Diploma,  in  which  the 
Name  and  Date  are  not  specified. 

6.  Every  Member,  Ordinary  or  Extraordinary,  when 
granted  a  Certificate  or  Diploma,  shall  pay  to  the  Pre- 
sident in  the  Chair  the  Sum  of  Five  Shillings. 

7.  Every  Member,  when  granted  a  President's  Di- 
ploma, shall  pay  to  the  President  in  the  Chair  the  Sum 
of  Ten  Shillings. 

8.  The  Society  may  grant  to  an  Ordinary  Member 
the  following  Certificate :

OF  FINES,  AND  THE  COLLECTION  OF  THEM. 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  mark  down  the  Name,  Of- 
fences, and  Penalties,  of  each  Member  who  may  hav6 
transgressed  any  of  the  Laws,  in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for 
the  purpose,  which  shall  lie  in  one  of  the  Drawer^  of 
the  Library  Table. 

2.  In  the  same  Book  such  IViember  may  appeal  fot 
the  remission  of  his  Fines  within  a  fortnight  after  they 
shall  have  been  incurred,  with  the  exception  of  those 
incurred  during  the  last  Fortnight  of  the  Session,  pre- 
viously to  the  FIRST  Extraordinary  Meeting  of  the 
Committee  of  Fines,  {See  Law  7,  sect.  v.  Chap.  XXIL) 
all  Appeals  for  the  remission  of  which  must  be  made 
BEFORE  that  Meeting.  Each  Member  must  sign  his 
name  to  the  Appeal  which  he  makes  in  the  Fine-Book. 

si.  No  excuse  for  Non-Attendance  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting  of  the  Society,  shall  be  deemed  valid,  except 
TWO  DAYS  confinement  from  indisposition, — two  days 
and  TWO  miles  absence  from  Town, — and  attendance 
at  Classes  during  the  hours  of  such  Meetings,  (in  which 
case  it  shall  be  necessary  to  specify  the  Class.)  Atteri- 
dance  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  between  the  hours  of

4.  If  any  Member  make  an  Appeal  in  the  Fine-Book, ^''^  •^'^ 
which  the  Committee  of  Fines  shall  discover  to  contain 

a  Misrepresentation  of  Fact,  or  be  inconsistent  with 
any  other  Appeal  made  by  the  same  Member,  he  shall 
incur  the  penalty  of  Expulsion. 

5.  All  Appeals  without  exception,  must  in  the  first 
instance  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Fines. 
Such  Fines  as  are  confirmed  by  the  Committee,  the 
Secretary  shall  register  in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  the 
purpose,  and  shall  at  the  stated  times  (See  Laws  5  and 
7,  sect.  V.  Chap.  XXII.)  transmit  an  Account  of  them 
to  the  Members  who  may  have  respectively  incurred 
them,  intimating  at  the  same  time  the  Period  within 
which  they  must  be  paid. 

6.  Each  Member  on  receiving  an  Account  of  his 
Fines,  shall  pay  them  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the 
Day  previous  to  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Committee,  — j- 
under  the  penalty  of  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  ; 
unless  he  sliall  have  occasion  to  Appeal  to  the  Commit- 
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tee,  (in  which  case  he  must  state  his  reasons  for  not 
having  done  so  within  the  time  limited  by  Law  2  of 
this  Chapter,)  or  from  the  decision  of  the  Committ^ 
to  the  Society. 

7.  At  the  Appointed  Periods  for  the  Collection  of 
Fines ;  viz.  at  the  thied  Ordinary  Meetings  in  the 
Months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  and  at  the 
FIRST  Extraordinary  Meeting  at  the  close  of  fife  Ses- 
sion, (See  Law  4,  Chap.  II.)  the  President  in  Office 
shall  receive  from  the  Committee  of  Fines  the  State- 
ment specified  in  Laws  B  and  7,  sect.  v.  Chap.  XXII ; 
and  EVERY  Member  who  has  not  then  paid  his  Fines, 
shall  by  him  be  called  upon  for  the  Payment  of  them, 
with  the  ADDITIONAL  Penalty  of  Two  Shillings  and 
Sixpence,  as  directed  in  the  preceding  Law. 

8.  Any  Member  may  Appeal  from  the  Decision  of 
the  Committee  of  Fines,  when  called  upon  for  Payment 
of  his  Fines  at  the  stated  times  by  the  President :  but 
if  his  Appeal  be  not  sustained  by  the  Society,  the  Ap- 
pellant shall  incur  the  additional  Penalty  of  Five 
Shillings. 

9.  Any  Member  who  neglects  the  Payment  of  his 
Fines  at  either  of  the  appointed  Ordinary  Meetings  in 
November,  January,  and  March,  as  directed  in  Law  7 
of  this  Chapter,  shall  forfeit  his  Privileges  as  a  Mem- 
ber ;  and  the  Fins  I'  Fine  of  Two  Shillings  and  Six- 
pence shall  be  doubled  at  each  successive  Ordinary 
Meeting  of  the  Society,  until  the  whole  Sum  is  paid. 
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In  such  case  of  neglect,  the  Secretary  shall  officially 
acquaint  the  Member,  that  his  Fines  are  accumulating 
according  to  Law. 

10.  At  the  FIRST  Extraordinary  Meeting  at  the  close 
of  the  Session,  or  previously  to  it  if  he  be  about  to  leave 
Town,  evei-y  Member  must  dischai^ge  his  Debts  to  the 
Society;  or,  in  default  thereof,  shall  incHM;he  Penalty 
of  a  Sum  EQUAL  to  his  Original  Fine,  and'TSe  deprived 
of  the  Privileges  of  a  Memter  till  the  whole  Sum  is 
paid. 

11.  In  case  any  Member  who  has  been  proscribed  for 
TWELVE  MONTHS,  do  not  pay  his  Debts  to  the  Society, 
he  shall  be  expelled,  unless  he  can  offer  such  an  Ex- 
cuse for  his  Neglect  as  shall  be  deemed  satisfactory  to 
the  Society.  Proper  Intimation  shall  be  given  to  the 
Proscribed  Member. 

12.  During  the  Recess,  a  Member  about  to  leave 
Town,  shall  apply  to  the  Secretary  for  an  Account  of 
any  Fines  which  he  may  have  incurred,  and  shall  dis- 
charge the  same  to  him.  The  Money  so  received  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasurer,  if  none  of 
the  Presidents  be  in  Town,  within  a  fortnight  from 
the  Receipt  of  it,  under  the  Penalty  of  Ten  Shillings 
and  Sixpence. 
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CHAPTER  XIII. 

OF  EXPULSION. 

1.  Any  Member  who  shall  Publish,  or  intentionally 
furnish  any  Person  with  Materials  for  Publishing,  any 
Transactions  of  the  Society,  without  their  Authority, 
shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Expulsion;  which  is  also  in-^ 
curred  by  the  Conduct  specified  in  Law  11,  Chap.  V; 
Laws  5  and  18,  Chap.  X  ;  Laws  4  and  11,  Chap.  XII ; 
Law  8,  Chap.  XVII;  and  Laws  14  and  16,  Chap. 
XXI. 

2.  Any  Member  dissatisfied  with  the  Conduct  of  an- 
other may  accuse  him.  An  Extraordinary  Meeting 
shall  be  appointed  forjudging  of  the  Accusation,  and 
Intimation  of  the  Day  Appointed  shall  be  given  in 
WRITING  by  the  Sewetary  to  the  Party  Accused. 

3.  The  Party  Accusing  and  the  Party  Accused,  un- 
less they  obtain  Leave  from  the  President,  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  speak  only  twice  upon  the  Subject,  the  Ac- 
cuser beginning;  after  this  the  Parties  shall  withdraw 
till  called  for. 

4.  After  the  Parties  have  retired,  the  President  shall 
ask  the  Opinion  of  the  Members  upon  the  Subject.  No 
one  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  unless  he  obtain  Leave 
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from  the  President.  The  Accusation  shall  then  be  de- 
termined by  Ballot. 

5.  If  the  Sense  of  the  Society  be  in  favour  of  it,  the 
Accused  Member  shall  incur  such  Penalty  as  shall  be 
determined  by  a  Majority  of  the  Society,  on  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Accuser ;  if  not,  the  Accuser  shall  be  Fined 
Ten  Shillings  and  Sixpence. 

6.  If  the  Accused  Member,  after  having  received  In- 
timation of  his  Accusation,  do  not  appear  in  his  own 
Defence,  or  send  a  satisfactory  Excuse,  he  shall  thei'e- 
by  incur  the  Penalty  of  Expulsion;  and  if  the  Accus- 
ing Member  do  not  appear  to  substantiate  his  Charge, 
or  send  a  satisfactory  Excuse,  he  also  shall  incur  the 
Penalty  of  Expulsion. 

7.  No  Accused  Member  shall  be  permitted  to  Resign 
his  Seat  until  the  Accusation  be  decided. 

8.  Immediately  after  an  Expulsion  has  been  carried, 
it  shall  be  determined  by  Ballot,  whether  or  not  it  shall 
be  published  in  the  Newspapers. 
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CHAPTER  XIV. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

1.  The  same  form  shall  be  observed  in  the  Election 
of  a  Treasurer,  when  a  Vacancy  occurs  in  that  Office, 
as  in  the  Election  of  the  Presidents,  with  the  excep- 
tion only  of  that  Part  of  it  prescribed  by  Law  8, 
Chap.  X. 

2.  The  Treasurer,  on  entering  upon  his  Office,  shall 
give  such  Security,  as  the  Society  shall  deem  suffi- 
cient ;  and  shall  continue  in  Office  as  long  as  he  shall 
faithfully  perform  his  duty. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  the  Money  of  the 
Society,  and  disburse  none  of  it  without  its  Order : 
He  shall  pay  no  Bills  which  have  not  been  examined 
and  attested  by  two  Members  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee,—of  the  Apparatus  . Committee, — of  the  Museum 
Committee, — or  of  the  Committee  of  Finance, — as  well 
as  by  the  Secretary. 

4.  The  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  Society  shall 
be  adjusted  yearly  on  the  thirty-first  Day  of  De- 
cember ;  on  or  before  which,  all  outstanding  Accounts 
having  been  called  in  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  settled 
by  the  Treasurer. 
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CHAPTER  XV. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY,  LIBRARIAN,  AND 
ASSISTANT-LIBRARIAN. 

SECT.  I. — OF  THE  SECRETARY  AND  LIBRARIAN. 

1.  The  same  Person  shall  act  both  as  Secretary  and 
Librarian,  and  shall  receive  the  sum  of  One  Hun- 
dred Pounds  Steeling  per  Annum,  on  considera- 
tion of  his  paying  the  Annual  Wages  of  Forty 
Pounds  Sterling  to  the  Assistant-Librarian.— (j^ee 
Minutes,  Feb.  22,  1815  ;  Feb.  28,  1816  ;  and  April  8, 
1818.) 

2.  If  after  a  Probationary  Period,  not  exceeding 
THREE  MONTHS  of  the  Winter  Session,  the  Secretary 
give  satisfaction  to  the  Society,  as  marked  by  the  ap- 
probation of  THREE-FOURTHS  of  the  Members  present, 
he  shall  be  declared  Elected  ad  Vitanif  aut  ad  CuU 
pam. 

3.  He  shall  not  be  permitted  to  speak  in  the  Society 
as  a  Member ;  but  if  Accused  of  Neglect  of  Duty,  Sec. 
he  may,  on  Petition,  be  Allowed  to  Answer  in  his  own 
Defence,  as  Members  when  Accused. 


4.  He  shall  not  be  allowed  to  Resign  his  Office, 
without  giving  the  Society  rouR  weeks  Notice;  dur- 
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ing  which  time  a  Committee  shall  be  appointed  to 
examine  into  the  State  of  the  Library,  to  receive  the 
Keys,  and  to  settle  Accounts  with  him. 

5.  He  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Ordinary  Mem- 
bers at  the  times  appointed  by  Law. 

6.  He  shall  report  in  Writing  to  the  President  at 
the  appointed  time  in  the  Private  Business  of  each 
Ordinary  Meeting,  the  Names  of  the  Members  who 
respectively  Deliver  in  a  Dissertation  on  that  and 
the  following  Evening — {See  Order  of  Proceedings, 
No.  3  and  4.) 

7.  In  Ballotting,  he  shall  count  the  Number  of 
Voters  in  the  Room,  and  carry  round  the  Balls  and 
Box. 

8.  He  shall,  within  the  space  of  a  fortnight  at 
farthest  from  the  Meeting  on  which  the  Subjects  of 
Dissertations  shall  have  been  disposed  of  by  Lot, 
transcribe  into  a  Book,  to  be  kept  in  the  Library  for 
the  Inspection  of  Members,  all  the  Subjects ;  annexing 
to  each  its  proper  Number,  and  the  Name  of  the  Mem- 
ber who  is  to  write  on  it.  He  shall  then  deliver 
to  each  Member  the  Original  Subject  allotted  to 
him.  At  the  commencement  of  each  Session,  he 
shall  hang  up  in  the  Library  a  List,  specifying  the 
Names  of  the  Members  who  are  to  write,  the  Sub- 
jects of  their  respective  Dissertations,  and  the  Date 
on  which  they  are  to  be  given  jn.    For  every  trans- 
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gression  of  any  Regulation  of  tdie  above  Law,  he 
shall-  incur  the  Penalty  of  Two  Shillings  and  Six- 
pence. 

9.  On  the  FIRST  Friday  in  October  he  shall  give 
Notice  to  the  Senior  Ordinary  Member  then  resident  in 
Edinburgh,  to  deliver  his  Dissertation  to  the  President 
in  Office,  as  specified  in  Law  1,  Chap.  XVII. 

10.  At  the  commencement  of  every  Session,  he  shall 
write,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  Names  of  all  the  Ordi- 
nary Members,  in  a  Book  allotted  for  the  purpose,  as 
specified  in  Law  5,  Chap.  IX.  and  shall  at  the  same 
time  arrange  the  List  of  Circulation,  as  specified  in  Law 
2,  Chap.  XVIII. 

IL  He  shall  transcribe  into  the  Records  all  the 
Transactions  and  Minutes  of  the  Society,  and  at  the: 
end  of  EACH  Meeting  deliver  such  Records  to  the  Pre- 
sident, to  be  inspected  and  signed  by  him :  Out  of 
which  he  shall  transcribe  such  Motions  and  Petitions 
as  are  ordered  to  Circulate  according  to  Law,  which 
he  shall  afterwards  cause  to  be  delivered  together  with 
the  Dissertatiorts. 

12.  He  shall  receive  the  Dissertations  and  Minutes, 
after  they  shall  have  circulated  among  the  Members  j 
and  shall  deliver  the  Dissertations  to  their  respective 
Authors,  with  the  exception  of  that  copy  of  each 
which  is  the  property  of  the  Society. — (See  Law  3, 
Chap.  XVII.) 
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13.  He  shall  transcribe  into  a  book,  to  be  kept  in  the 
Library  for  the  Use  of  the  Members,  all  New  Laws 
and  Regulations,  within  eight  days  after  they  have 
been  passed. 

14.  He  shall  Register,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Museum  Committee,  in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose, the  Donations  of  all  persons  contributing  to  the 
Museum. 

15.  He  shall  affix  the  seal  of  the  Society  to  its  Cer- 
tificates and  Diplomas,  under  the  regulations  specified 
in  Chap.  XL 

16.  He  shall  give  Members  Notice  when  they  are 
obliged  to  attend  any  Extraordinary  Committee,  and 
shall  himself  attend  Committees,  when  ordered. 

17.  If  an  Extraordinary  Meeting  be  appointed,  for  the 
Accusation  of  any  Member,  the  Secretary  shall  give  In- 
formation of  the  Day  Appointed  to  the  Party  Accusing 
iand  the  Party  Accused. 

18.  He  shall,  in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose, 
which  shall  lie  in  one  of  the  Drawers  of  the  Library 
Table,  mark  down  the  Name  of  every  Ordinary  attend- 
ing Member  who  may  have  been  absent  from  any  of  the 
RoU-Calls,  specifying  the  particular  one,  and  the  Pen- 
alty incurred :  He  shall  also  mark  down  in  the  same 
Book,  the  Name,  Offences,  and  Penalties,  of  each  Mem- 
ber who  may  have  transgressed  any  of  the  Laws.  He 
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shall,  at  the  stated  times,  transmit  to  every  Member  an 
Account  of  his  Fines,  intimating  at  the  same  time  the 
Period  within  which  they  must  be  Paid,  according  to 
Laws  5,  and  7,  sect.  v.  Chap.  XXII. 

19.  He  shall  immediately  pay  to  the  President  in 
Ofl&ce,  all  Monies  which  he  may  have  received.  In  a 
Book  kept  for  the  purpose,  he  shall  register  at  the  end 
of  EVERY  Meeting  the  Sum  of  Money  received  during 
that  Meeting :  To  this  Account  he  shall  affix  his  Name, 
and  deliver  the  Book  to  the  President  who  received 
the  Money,  that  it  may  be  attested  by  him  also. 

20.  He  shall  pay  all  Monies  which  he  may  receive 
during  the  Recess  to  the  Treasurer,  (if  none  of  the  Pre- 
sidents be  in  Town)  within  a  fortnight  from  the  Re- 
ceipt of  it,  under  the  Penalty  of  Ten  Shillings  and 
Sixpence,  as  specified  in  Law  12,  Chap.  XII. 

21.  During  the  First  Week  of  December  he  shall 
ascertain  the  Names  of  All  the  Persons  to  whom  the 
Society  is  indebted,  and  shall  send  a  Note  to  Each, 
requiring  them  to  present  their  accounts  before  the 
Settling  Day,  {See  Law  4,  Chap.  XIV.)  which  he  shall 
specify  for  this  purpose;  and  he  shall  examine  and  attest 
all  the  Bills  of  the  Society,  previously  to  their  being 
paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

22.  The  Secretary,  as  Librarian,  shall,  within  a 
WEEK  after  a  Book  has  been  Bound,  insert  its  Name  in 
the  Manuscript-Appendix,  and  Press-Catalogue  :  For 


4.4 


any  infringement  of  this  Law  he  shall  incur  the  Pen- 
alty of  Sixpence. 

23.  He  shall  not  erase  the  Name  of  any  Book  from 
the  Press- Catalogue,  unless  under  the  inspection  of  a 
Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

24).  He  shall  Collect  and  Preserve  the  Periodical 
Publications. 

25.  He  shall  Attend  at  the  Library  every  Monday, 
"Wednesday,  and  Friday,  between  the  Hours  of  four 
and  SIX  in  the  Afternoon,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  out 
and  receiving  Books,  according  to  the  Regulations  spe- 
cified in  Laws  8 — 14,  Chap.  XXI.  after  which  time 
he  shall  not  be  obliged  to  give  out  any  Books. 

26.  He  shall  not  intrust  the  Keys  of  the  Library 
during  his  Absence,  to  any  Person  except  the  Assist- 
ant Librarian,  but  may  authorize  him  in  his  absence 
to  give  out  Books  to  Members. 

27.  When  a  Book  is  Returned,  he  shall  expunge  its 
Name  from  the  Receipt-Book  immediately,  under  the 
Penalty  of  Five  Shillings  :  He  shall  Fine  any  Mem- 
ber who  shall  not  return  a  Book  when  required,  as  spe- 
cified in  Law  15,  Chap.  XXL 

28.  He  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Society  for  any 
Book  that  may  be  lost,  for  which  no  receipt  stands  in 
the  Receipt-book. 
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29.  On  the  First  Ordinary  Meeting  in  April,  he 
shall  intimate  in  Writing  to  every  Member  who  may 
have  in  his  possession  any  of  the  Books  or  Apparatus 
of  the  Society,  the  Order  that  such  Books  or  Appara- 
tus be  returned  on  or  before  the  ensuing  Wednesday 
at  TWELVE  o''clock ;  with  a  view  to  their  Inspection  by 
the  Committee  to  be  Appointed  for  that  purpose  at 
the  NEXT  Ordinary  Meeting,  according  to  Laws  22  and 
23,  Chap.  XXI.  He  shall  deliver  to  the  Committee 
of  Fines,  a  List  of  those  Members  who  neglect  to  obey 
that  Order.  If  he  transgress  this  Law,  he  shall  incur 
the  Penalty  of  Five  Shillings. 

80.  For  every  Neglect  of  Duty,  not  otherwise  parti- 
cularly specified,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Two 
Shillings  and  Sixpence. 


SECT.  II. — OF  THE  ASSISTANT  LIBRARIAN^ 

1.  The  Secretary,  as  Librarian,  shall  appoint  a 
Person  approved  by  the  Society,  to  act  as  Assistant  Li- 
brarian, to  whom  he  shall  pay  the  Sum  of  Forty 
Pounds  Sterling  Annual  Wages,  {See  Law  1,  sect.  i.  of 
this  Chapter.) 

2.  He  shall  be  in  constant  Attendance  at  the  Li- 
brary, for  the  purpose  of  Delivering  such  Books  as  may 
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be  required  by  Members  reading  there,  as  specified  in 
Laws  2  and  3,  Chap.  XXI.  He  may  also  be  permit- 
ted by  the  Secretary  to  give  out  the  Books  which  cir- 
culate. 

3.  He  shall  conduct  the  Circulation  of  the  Disserta- 
tions and  Minutes,  as  specified  in  Laws  3  and  4,  Chap. 
XVni. ;  but  shall  not  be  obliged  to  carry  Books  or 
Papers  beyond  the  limits  of  a  Circuit,  bounded  on  the 
North,  by  the  Custom  House, — on  the  South,  by  Mon- 
tague Street, — on  the  East,  by  the  Palace  of  Holyrood- 
House, — and  on  the  West,  by  St.  George's  Church. 

4.  He  shall  be  intrusted  with  the  Care  of  the  Appa- 
ratus, and  lend  it  out  to  Members,  as  specified  in  Law 
20,  Chap.  XXr. 

5.  He  shall  be  intrusted  with  the  Key  of  the  Muse- 
um, and  shall  lend  it  to  Members,  as  specified  in  Law 
8,  sect.  iii.  Chap.  XXII. 


SECT.  III.  OF  THE  HOUSEKEEPER. 

1.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  House- 
Keeper,  a  Committee  shall  be  appointed  to  receive  the 
testimonials  of  the  Candidates,  and  to  decide  upon  the 
one  best  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  required. 


2.  The  Housekeeper  shall  be  in  constant  attendance 
to  answer  the  Door  Bell,  and  to  take  charge  of  any 
Message  or  Books  that  may  be  delivered  to  her  in 
the  absence  of  the  Assistant  Librarian,  and  shall  give 
to  hira,  on  his  return,  a  proper  account  of  such  occur- 
rences. 

3.  She  shall  keep  the  Furniture  of  the  House,  and 
every  apartment,  clean,  and  in  the  best  possible  order. 

4.  She  shall  have  the  Library,  and  the  adjoining 
room  ready,  with  fire,  every  Morning  during  the  Ses- 
sion, by  nine  o'clock,  and  may  shut  the  doors  at  nine  in 
the  Evening,  except  on  the  nights  of  Meeting.  And 
during  the  Recess,  the  doors  may  be  kept  open  till  ten 
o'clock  in  the  Evening. 

5.  She  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  Apparatus,  and 
shall  keep  the  different  articles  clean  and  in  good  order. 

6.  She  shall,  on  no  account  whatever,  leave  the 
House  at  any  time  of  the  day,  unless  she  can  be  re- 
lieved by  the  Assistant  Librarian  ;  and  on  these  occa- 
sions, she  must  return  previous  to  the  hour  he  is  at  li- 
berty to  leave  the  Hall. 

7.  The  Housekeeper,  in  all  matters  connected  with 
her  office,  which  are  not  particularly  specified,  shall, 
when  they  may  occur,  apply  to  the  Secretary,  and  re- 
ceive instructions  concerning  them  ;  for  which  he  shall 
be  answerable  to  the  Society. 
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CHAPTER  XVI. 

OF  PROVIDING  SUBJECTS  FOR  DISSERTATIONS. 

1.  At  the  last  Ordinary  Meeting  in  February,  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  ten  Members  chosen  by  Bal- 
lot, shall  be  Appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
THIRTY-SIX  subjects,  either  Medical,  or  Philosophical 
connected  with  Medicine,  for  the  Dissertations  to  be 
Written  during  the  ensuing  Session. 

2.  Any  Member  may  write  on  a  Subject  proposed 
by  HIMSELF,  provided  it  shall  have  met  with  the  Ap- 
probation of  the  Committee,  and  provided  he  shall  have 
signified  in  writing  his  intentions  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ing  the  Proposal. 

3.  The  Committee  shall,  previously  to  the  second 
Ordinary  Meeting  in  March,  prepare  a  List  of  the  Sub- 
jects which  they  may  have  chosen,  and  shall  direct  the 
same  to  be  affixed  to  some  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Library  during  the  Week.  After  the  third  Ordinary 
Meeting  of  the  same  Month,  the  Committee  shall  meet, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  taking  into  considera- 
tion such  Subjects  as  may  have  been  proposed  to  them 
in  Writing  by  Members  with  their  signatures  annexed. 
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And  on  the  fourth  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  same 
Month,  they  shall  present  to  the  President  thirty-six 
Covers,  Sealed  and  Numbered,  each  containing  a  Sub- 
ject, together  with  a  Report  specifying  the  Numbers 
allotted  to  particular  Members  at  their  own  Request. 

4.  The  Subjects  having  been  thus  Received,  the 
President  shall  Order  that  every  Member  intending  to 
Write  in  the  ensuing  Session,  shall  at  the  next  Meet- 
ing declare,  in  Person  or  by  Letter,  his  Intention.  The 
Subjects  assigned  to  particular  Members  at  their  own 
Request  having  been  withdrawn,  the  remainder  of  the 
THIRTY-SIX  Members  who  intend  to  Write,  shall  then, 
in  the  Order  of  Seniority,  from  Numbers  on  slips  of 
paper  corresponding  with  the  remaining  Subjects,  draw 
One. 

5.  After  the  Lots  shall  have  been  drawn,  the  Secre- 
tary shall,  within  the  space  of  a  fortnight  at  farthest, 
transcribe  into  a  Book  to  be  kept  in  the  Library  for 
the  Inspection  of  Members,  all  the  Subjects  ;  annexing 
to  EACH  its  proper  Number,  and  the  Name  of  the  Mem- 
ber who  is  to  Write  on  it.     He  shall  then  deliver  to 
EACH  Member  the  Original  Subject  allotted  to  him  ; 
and  at  the  commencement  of  the  ensuing  Session  he 
shall  hang  up  in  the  Library  a  List,  specifying  the 
names  of  those  Members  who  are  to  Write,  the  Sub- 
jects of  their  respective  Dissertations,  and  the  Date  on 
which  they  are  to  be  given  in.    (See  Law  8,  sect.  i. 
Chap.  XV.) 
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6.  After  the  Subjects  shall  have  been  thus  disposed 
of  by  Lot  or  Choice,  any  Person  who  shall  make  any 
alteration  in  them,  shall  be  Fined  Five  Shillings  for 
•EACH  alteration. 

7.  After  having  transacted  the  usual  Business,  the 
Committee  shall  meet  on  the  Fikst  Friday,  of  every 
Month  during  the  Session,  at  one  o'clock,  till  the  Elec- 
tion of  a  new  Committee  in  the  ensuing  year ;  except 
during  the  first  Six  Weeks  in  the  Winter  Session, 
when  they  shall  meet  every  fortnight,  viz.  on  the  Se- 
cond Last  Friday  in  October,  and  on  the  First  and 
Third  Fridays  of  November.  The  Committee  shall 
keep  regular  Minutes  of  their  Proceedings,  and  the 
Minutes  shall  be  Signed,  at  each  Meeting,  by  all  the 
Members  present,  under  the  Penalty  of  One  Shilling 
each. 

8.  If  any  Member  of  the  Committee  be  absent  at  the 
time  of  Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Six- 
pence ;  and  if  he  neglect  to  attend  during  the  whole 
Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One  Shilling 
and  Sixpence.  No  excuse  for  non-attendance  shall  be 
deemed  valid,  except  those  specified  in  Law  3,  Chap. 
XIL 

9.  If  any  Member  resign  his  Seat,  or  leave  Town, 
the  election  of  another  Member  will  take  place  on  the 
ensuing  Friday. 

10.  All  Petitions  for  leave  to  alter  the  Subject  of  a 
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Dissertation,  by  Members  dissatisfied  with  the  Sub- 
ject they  have  already  procured,  or  to  Write  on  Partir 
cular  Subjects,  by  Members  admitted  or  returning  to 
Town  after  the  Subjects  are  disposed  of  by  Lot,  shall  ^ 
be  determined  by  this  Committee;  but  no  Member, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Authors  of  the  two  first 
Dissertations,  shall  be  allowed  to  present  such  a  Peti- 
tion, within  THREE  WEEKS  of  the  time  when  his  Disser- 
tation ought  to  be  given  in,  and  it  shall  be  necessary 
for  him  to  state  his  reason  for  this  Petition. 

11.  At  their  next  Meeting  after  the  receipt  of  such 
Petition,  the  Committee  shall  examine  whether  the 
subject  then  proposed  has  been  Written  on  during  the 
Session,  or  is  to  be  written  on  by  any  other  Member ; 
should  the  Committee  find  this  to  be  the  case,  the  Pe- 
titioner shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Five  Shillings; 
if  not,  the  Petition  shall  be  determined  by  Ballot. 

12.  Any  Member  may  appeal  from  the  Decision  of 
the  Dissertation  Committee ;  but  if  his  Appeal  be  not 
sustained  by  the  Society,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of 
Five  Shillings. 

13.  The  Secretary  shall,  within  eight  days,  insert 
any  Alteration  made  in  the  Subjects,  in  the  Book  kept 
for  that  Purpose. 

14.  For  every  trangression  against  the  above  Laws 
not  particularly  specified,  the  President,  Secretary,  or 
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Member,  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Two  Shillings 
and  Sixpence. 


CHAPTER  XVII. 

OF  THE  DELIVERY  OF  DISSERTATIONS. 

1.  On  the  FiEST  Friday  in  October,  the  Secretary 
shall  give  Notice  to  the  Senior  Ordinary  Member  then 
resident  in  Edinburgh,  to  deliver  to  the  President  on 
the  LAST  Friday  but  one  in  October,  two  Copies  of  a 
Dissertation  on  the  Subject  allotted  to  him.  The  Pre- 
sident in  Office  shall  direct  the  Members,  according  to 
Seniority,  to  deliver  their  Dissertations.  Any  Member 
coming  to  Edinburgh  after  his  Turn  of  Writing,  shall 
be  called  on  for  the  next  Dissertation. 

2.  The  FIRST  Writer  having,  according  to  the  above 
Law,  delivered  his  Dissertation  on  the  last  Friday 
BUT  ONE  of  October,  the  Society  shall  discuss  it  on  the 
SECOND  Frid  ay  of  November. 

3.  One  of  the  Copies  of  the  Dissertation  which  each 
Member  is  required  to  produce,  shall  be  written  on 
Paper  of  a  particular  size,  to  be  supplied  by  the  So- 
ciety, and  shall  become  the  Property  of  the  Society, 
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and  be  bound  up,  after  circulation,  uniformly  with  the  -Hl<4J~,<a<u.ww  «^vvi

4.  EvEKY  Writer  shall,  in  like  manner,  deliver  two  ''^^^^^l^^^^^^s^j^

5.  The  President  shall,  in  the  coui'se  of  the  Y.yen-*"^^'^^'^*^'"^  ^ 
ing,  examine  the  Copies  thus  presented,  to  ascertainj^^^it^ 

that  they  are  legible  and  complete:  If  delicient  in*^*^        A-"*^^  (^'^ 
either  respect,  he  shall  require  the  Author  to  furnish '^"^'^''Tf*^. 
perfect  Copies  in  time  for  circulation,  under  the  Penal- 
ty of  Ten  Shillings  and  Sixpence  ;  and  the  same  Pe- 
nalty shall  be  incurred  by  the  President,  if  he  neglect 
the  performance  of  this  duty. 


6.  No  Member  shall  be  allowed  to  exchange  his  Turn 
of  Writing  with  another,  unless  Leave  to  Exchange  has 
been  obtained  by  Petition.  No  Member  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  Exchange  with  One  who  was  not  to  have 
Written  that  Session. 

T.  Extraordinary  Members  shall  deliver  a  second 
Dissertation  in  their  Turn,  under  the  circumstances 
specified  in  Laws  1  and  2,  Chap.  VI. 

8.  Should  the  Member  appointed  to  Write  neglect 
to  give  in  his  Dissertation  at  the  stated  time,  he  shall 
incur  the  Penalty  of  Sixpence  for  every  hour  of  Ne- 
glect, until  his  Fine  shall  amount  to  Ten  Shilltnos 
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and  Sixpence  :  If  he  neglect  to  give  it  in  at  tlie  next 
Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  farther  Penalty  of  One 
Guinea  ;  and  if  he  do  not  give  it  in  at  the  following 
Meeting,  he  shall  be  expelled,  unless  an  Apology  be 
made  which  shall  be  deemed  satisfactory  by  the  Socie- 
ty. Sickness  shall  in  no  case  be  deemed  a  valid  Ex- 
cuse, unless  the  Member  shall  have  been  confined  for 
TWO  WEEKS  previous  to  the  time  appointed  for  giving  in 
his  Dissertation. 

9.  If  any  Member,  without  having  obtained  leave 
by  Petition,  present  to  the  Society  an  Essay  for  Dis- 
cussion, upon  a  subject  already  Written  on  during 
the  Session,  or  to  be  Written  on  by  any  other  Mem- 
ber, he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One  Guinea  ;  and  if 
on  any  other  Subject  not  allotted  or  granted  him  ac- 
cording to  the  several  Laws  contained  in  Chap.  XVI. 
he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Ten  Shillings  and  Six- 
pence. 


CHAPTER  XVIII. 

OF  THE  CIRCULATION  OF  MINUTES  AND 
DISSERTATIONS. 

1.  At  the  commencement  of  every  Session,  the  Se- 
cretary shall  hang  up  in  the  Library,  a  permanent  No- 
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tice,  to  the  effect  that,  on  application  to  the  Assistant 
Librarian,  a  Copy  of  the  Essay  in  circulation  shall  be 
conveyed  to  any  Member  at  such  time  as  he  shall 
appoint,  provided  it  be  not  secured  by  prior  applica- 
tion. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  List  of  not  more  than  Thirty 
Members,  who,  on  applying  to  the  Secretary,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Session,  may  have  their  Names  put 
down  on  a  Circulation  List,  and  receive  a  Copy  of 
the  Dissertation  at  the  Time  they  appoint,  without 
giving  any  further  Notice  during  the  Session ;  but 
the  Members  on  this  List  shall  not  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  Dissertation  on  any  other  Day.  The  other 
Copy  of  the  Dissertation  may,  when  applied  for,  circu- 
late among  Members  whose  names  are  not  on  this 
List,  as  provided  by  Law  L 

3.  The  circulation  of  the  Copies  of  the  Dissertation 
shall  commence  on  the  Saturday  after  its  delivery,  at 
Seven  a.  m.,  and  the  Assistant  Librarian  shall  convey 
them  to  the  Next  Member  on  the  List  of  applica- 
tion, at  Seven  p,  m.  of  the  same  Day,  unless  there  be 
a  Vacancy,  when  they  shall  be  placed  in  the  Library 
Drawer. 

4.  The  Dissertation  and  Minutes  shall  not  circulate 
on  Sundays,  but  on  othisu  Days  no  Member  shall 
keep  them  longer  than  twelve  hours,  under  the  Pe- 
nalty of  Sixpence  for  every  hour  during  which  he 
shall  detain  them.     If  detained  moke  than  twelve 
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HOURS,  they  shall  be  carried  to  the  Member  whose  right 
it  may  be  to  receive  them  at  that  time. 

5.  Every  Member  shall  send  the  Dissertation  and 
Minutes  at  the  time  appointed,  whether  they  have 
been  twelve  hours  in  his  possession  or  not;  and  should 
they  be  delivered  at  the  Abode  of  any  Member  later 
than  the  hour  appointed  for  him  to  have  sent  them 
away,  he  shall  endeavour  to  set  the  Circulation  right 
as  soon  as  possible,  but  shall  not  incur  a  penalty  al- 
though they  should  happen  to  be  detained. 

6.  With  the  Dissertation  and  Minutes  a  Book  shall 
circulate,  in  which  every  Member  shall  write,  in  pro- 
per columns,  the  hour  at  which  he  received,  and  the 
time  of  his  returning  the  paper.  For  any  irregularity 
or  omission  in  thus  marking  the  circulation,  he  shall 
incur  the  penalty  of  One  Shilling. 

7.  The  Lists  of  Circulation  of  the  Preceding  Week 
shall  be  examined  at  every  Ordinary  Meeting  by  the 
Author  whose  Dissertation  was  Read  at  the  Precedinff 
Meeting.  For  Neglect  or  error  in  the  Performance 
of  this  Duty  he  shall  be  Fined  Two  Shillings  and 
Sixpence. 

8.  The  Dissertation  and  Minutes,  after  circulating 
amongst  the  Members,  shall  be  received  by  the  Secre- 
tary, as  specified  in  Law  12,  sect.  1,  Chap.  XV. 
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CHAPTER  XIX. 

OF  COMMUNICATIONS  FOR  PUBLICATION. 

1.  The  Ordinary  and  Extraordinary  Members  of  the 
^society  are  invited  to  transmit  to  their  Fellow- Mem- 
bers, any  interesting  and  important  Facts  or  Inquiries 
in  Medical  Science  which  fall  under  their  own  Obser- 
vation, particularly  such  accurate  Statements  of  Morbid 
Appearances,  as  may  tend  to  illustrate  more  clearly  the 
Nature  and  Seats  of  Disease. 

2.  A  Committee  shall  be  Appointed  for  Examining 
such  Papers;  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Pre- 
sidents of  the  Society  ex  officio,  and  of  six  Extraordi- 
nary Members  Resident  in  Edinburgh,  who  shall  be 
annually  chosen  on  the  Evening  appointed  for  the 
Election  of  the  Library  Committee,  &c. 

3.  This  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  fiust  Mon- 
day of  December  and  March,  and  shall  be  empowered 
to  adjourn  as  often  as  they  may  find  necessary. 

4.  All  Written  Communications  presented  to  the  So- 
ciety, shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
cause  them  to  be  entered  in  a  Book,  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose.    All  communications  for  Publication  shall  be 
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delivered  by  the  Secretary  to  tlie  Committee  of  Exa- 
mination at  their  next  Meeting. 

5.  These  Communications  shall  be  read  from  the 
Chair  at  the  commencement  of  Public  Business,  at  the 
NEXT  Ordinary  Meeting  after  they  have  received  the 
sanction  of  the  Committee :  On  this  Occasion  no  Dis.- 
cussion  shall  take  place. 

6.  The  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  determine 
the  Merits  of  each  Paper,  and  to  order  those  Papers 
vvrhich  they  may  judge  worthy  of  Publication,  to  be 
transcribed  into  a  particular  Book,  provided  the  Per- 
son who  presents  them  have  no  Objection. 

7.  The  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Society 
the  Publication  of  such  Papers,  as  soon  as  they  possess 
a  sufficient  Number  to  form  an  Octavo  Volume  of  mo- 
derate size ;  and  shall  appoint  from  their  Number  a 
Sub-Committee,  to  superintend  the  Printing  and  Pub- 
lication of  the  Transactions  when  they  shall  have  re- 
ceived the  sanction  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

OF  PRIZE  QUESTIONS. 

1.  A  Sum  of  Money,  a  Medal,  or  a  Set  of  Books,  (at 
the  option  of  the  successful  Candidate),  of  such  value 
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as  may,  on  each  occasion,  be  determined,  shall  be  of- 
fered at  any  period  which  may  be  considered  expe- 
dient, for  the  BEST  Dissertation  on  an  Experimental 
Subject  proposed  by  the  Society,  for  which  all  Men 
of  Science  shall  be  invited  to  compete. 

.  2.  The  President  in  the  chair,  after  reading  this  Law, 
shall  appoint  five  Extraordinary  Members  to  give  in, 
a  fortnight  thereafter,  a  prize  question  on  some  Expe- 
rimental subject ;  and  if  their  Report  be  approved  by 
the  Society,  notice  of  the  subject  and  the  terms  of  com- 
petition shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
Editors  of  the  most  popular  Scientific  Journals. 

3.  The  dissertation  (to  be  written  in  English,  French, 
or  Latin,)  shall  be  directed  to  be  given  in  to  the  Secre- 
tary on  or  before  the  first  of  November,  the  year  fol- 
lowing, and  transmitted  by  him  to  the  Committee  ;  who 
shall,  on  the  first  Ordinary  Meeting  in  February,  ad- 
judge the  Prize  to  the  Author  of  the  best  Dissertation  ; 
if  he  appears  to  them  to  have  treated  the  Subject  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  The  sentence  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  final ;  none  of  its  Members  shall  be  allowed  to 
compete  for  the  Prize. 

4.  To  EACH  Dissertation  shall  be  prefixed  a  motto, 
which  shall  likewise  be  written  on  the  Outside  of  a 
Sealed  Packet,  containing  the  Name  and  Address  of 
the  Author.  No  Dissertation  will  be  received  with  the 
Author's  Name  affixeo  ;  and  all  Dissertations,  except 
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the  successful  one,  will  be  returned,  if  desired,  with  the 
Sealed  Packet  unopened. 


CHAPTER  XXI. 

OF  THE  LIBRARY  AND  APPARATUS. 

1.  No  Member  shall  be  allowed  to  Speak  in  the  Li- 
brary while  another  is  Reading,  except  during  the  time 
the  Librarian  is  transacting  Business  in  it.  The  Fine 
for  each  Offence  shall  be  Two  Shillings.  Any  two 
Members  shall  be  entitled  to  Fine  any  one  Transgress- 
ing this  Law. 

2.  The  Assistant  Librarian  shall  be  in  constant  At-  | 
tendance  at  the  Library,  with  the  exception  of  an  hock 
allowed  him  to  Dine,  every  lawful  Day  during  the 
Session  from  ten  o'clock,  and  during  the  Recess,  from 
NINE  o'clock  in  the  Morning,  until  six  o'clock  in  the 
Evening,  when  he  shall  shut  the  Presses,  the  Drawers 
remaining  open  as  usual. 

3.  During  the  Periods  above  mentioned,  he  shall 
deliver  such  Books  as  may  be  required  by  Members  for 
the  purpose  of  Reading  in  the  Library  ;  whence  no  Book 
so  delivered  shall  be  Removed,  under  the  Penalty  of 
Five  Shillings.  If  authorized  by  the  Secretary  he 
may  also  lend  out  Books  to  Members.  (See  Law  26, 
Sect.  1.  Chap.  XV.) 
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4.  If  a  Member  having  procured  the  Key  of  the  Li- 
brary-Drawers, shall  not  return  it  to  the  Assistant  Li- 
brarian before  leaving  the  Hall,  or  shall  neglect  to  re- 
place any  Book,  &c.  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One 
Shilling. 

5.  All  New  Publications  received  into  the  Library 
shall  lie  in  the  appropriated  Library-Drawers  a  fort- 
night, and  the  Last  Number  of  Periodical  Publica- 
tions A  MONTH.    Any  Person  who  shall  remove  froni^ 
the  Hall,  or  injure,  any  of  these  Books,  shall  incur  theji^^^  i^^cvs^^ 
Penalty  of  Five  Shillings.    Any  Member  removing  clef- 

from  the  Hall  any  copy  of  the  Dissertation  placed  in*^  ottve^v^c 

the  Library-Drawer,  shall  be  Fined  Ten  Shillings  and

6.  No  Book  shall  be  placed  in  the  Library-Drawer  '"^ '■'^^ 
or  Presses,  before  the  Name  of  the  Society  shall  have'^'^^  ^Uii^'.^/ 
been  entered  in  the  Title- Page,  and  on  the  First  Pajre  of["^  ^^'-'^h 

the  Text;  nor  any  Book  containing  Plates,  before  the  Ai^c^^  . 
Plates  shall  have  been  Stamped  in  some  conspicuous 
part :  And  the  Library  Committee  may,  if  they  deem 
it  expedient,  prevent  any  particular  Book  from  being 
placed  in  the  Drawer. 


7.  When  a  New  Number  of  a  Periodical  Publication 
shall  appear,  the  former  shall  either  be  bound  immedi- 
ately, or  laid  aside  until  a  sufficient  number  be  collect- 
ed :  Each  Volume  shall  then  be  entered  into  the  Li- 
brary-Catalogue, (See  Law  22,  sect.  i.  Chap.  XV.)  and 
lent  out  under  the  common  regulations  of  the  Library, 
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as  specified  below.  The  Assistant  Librarian,  for  the 
convenience  of  Members,  shall  be  intrusted  with  the 
Key  of  the  Press  in  which  the  Periodical  Publications 
are  placed  previously  to  their  being  bound. 

8.  Books  shall  be  lent  out  to  Members  only,  and  to 
NO  Member  in  the  name  of  anothek. 

9.  Such  Books  as  are  allowed  to  Circulate,  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  Librarian,  every  Monday,  Wednes- 
day, and  Friday,  between  the  Hours  of  four  and  six 
in  the  Afternoon,  after  which  time  the  Librarian  shall 
not  be  obliged  to  give  out  any  Books.  {See  Law  25, 
sect.  i.  Chap.  XV.) 

10.  The  Librarian  nfty  take  a  receipt  for  every 
Volume  lent  out ;  which  receipt  shall  be  inserted  in  a 
Book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  signed  by  the  Mem- 
ber who  takes  out  the  Book.  When  a  Book  is  return- 
ed, the  Librarian  shall  immediately  expunge  its  Name 
from  the  Receipt-Book,  under  the  Penalty  of  Five 

SHlLIilNfiS. 

11.  With  the  exception  of  Books  of  Extreme  Value, 
or  Works  of  Reference  strictly  so  called,  which  shall 
circulate  or  not  at  the  discretion  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee, OKE  COPY  at  least  of  every  Book  in  the  Society's 
possession  shall  circulate  among  the  Members.  But 
should  the  Society  be  in  possession  of  more  than  one 
copy  of  any  Work,  the  Library  Committee  may,  with 
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the  consent  of  the  Society,  prevent  the  circulation  of 
any  one  of  such  additional  copies. 

12.  No  Member  shall  be  allowed  to  have  out  more 
than  TWELVE  Volumes  frorai  the  Library  at  one  time, 
unless  when  a  Work  consists  of  a  greater  number  of 
Volumes,  in  which  case  he  may  take  out  the  whole 
WORK  ;  and  from  the  first  of  November  to  the  first 
of  May,  when  the  number  of  Members  on  the  Roll 
shall  exceed  forty,  no  Member  shall  be  allowed  more 
than  EifiHT  Volumes  at  a  time,  except  in  the  case  above 
mentioned.  If  a  Member  take  out  a  greater  number 
of  Books  than  that  allowed  by  Law,  the  Librarian  shall 
Fine  that  Member  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence,  and 
by  so  doing  shall  himself  be  freed  from  any  Charge  of 
Neglect  of  Duty,  in  giving  out  a  greater  number  of 
Books  than  the  Law  permits. 

13.  Such  Books  of  Plates  as  are  allowed  to  circulate 
shall  be  delivered  by  the  Librarian,  who  shall  take  a 
receipt  from  the  Member,  expressing  the  number  and 
condition  of  the  Plates  intrusted  to  him,  with  an  Obli- 
gation to  return  them  in  an  equally  good  condition. 
Each  Volume  of  Plates  shall  be  returned  once  a  month 
for  the  inspection  of  the  Members  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee, under  the  penalty  of  Two  Shillings  and  Six- 
pence should  this  be  neglected;  but  if  any  Volume 
of  Plates  shall  have  remained  two  weeks  in  the  pos- 
session of  a  Member,  it  shall  be  returned,  if  request- 
ed in  writing  by  another  Member.    If  the  Member 
neglect  to  return  the  Book  of  Plates  within  three 
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days  after  such  request,  he  shall  incur  the  penalty  of 
One  Shilling  for  each  day  that  it  may  be  detained. 
Upon  being  returned  it  shall  be  examined,  and  the  re- 
ceipt discharged  by  any  of  the  Members  of  the  Library 
Committee,  unless  any  of  the  Plates  be  damaged,  in 
which  case  they  must  be  laid  aside  for  the  cognizance 
of  the  Committee  at  their  first  Meeting.  No  Member 
shall  be  allowed  to  have  out  more  than  four  Volumes 
of  Plates  at  one  time, 

14.  The  Manuscript  Dissertations  may  be  lent  out 
in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  Obliga- 
tions and  Penalties  as  Books  of  Plates.  Should  any 
Member  remove,  or  wilfully  destroy  any  portion  or 
portions  of  these  or  other  Manuscripts  belonging  to 
the  Society,  he  shall  be  considered  as  having  incurred 
the  Penalty  of  Expulsion. 

15.  If  any  Member  neglect  or  refuse  to  return  a 
Book  at  the  request  of  another  Member,  after  it  shall 
have  been  fourteen  days  in  his  possession,  he  shall  in- 
cur the  Penalty  of  One  Shilling  for  each  day  he  may 
detain  it.  New  Books  may  be  called  in  after  being 
eight  days  in  the  possession  of  any  Member  for  the 
first  three  months  after  their  admission  into  the  Li- 
brary. 

16.  If  any  Member  shall  leave  Town  without  re- 
turning the  Books  which  he  may  have  in  his  posses- 
sion, he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Five  Shillings, 
Avhich,  if  not  paid,  shall  accumulate  as  other  Fines.  If 
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any  Member  refuse  to  account  for  Books  in  his  posses- 
sion belonging  to  the  Society,  he  shall  be  considered 
as  having  incurred  the  Penalty  of  Expulsion. 

17.  No  Member  shall  lend  a  Book  or  Books  be- 
longing to  the  Society  to  any  Person  not  a  Member  of 
it,  under  the  Penalty  of  Ten  Shillings  and  Sixpence. 

18.  No  Member  shall  remove  a  Book  belonging  to 
the  Society  farther  than  three  miles  from  Edinburgh, 
under  the  Penalty  of  Ten  Shillings  and  Sixpence  for 
EACH  Book. 

19.  All  the  army  and  navy  medical  officers  on  duty 
at  or  near  Edinburgh,  shall  be  allowed  to  consult  in 
the  Library  any  Book  belonging  to  the  Society ;  and 
the  same  privilege  shall  be  extended  to  any  medical 
man  passing  through  Edinburgh  who  may  be  introdu- 
ced by  a  Member. 

20.  The  Housekeeper  shall  be  intrusted  with  the  care 
of  the  Apparatus.  The  Assistant  Librarian  shalllenditto 
Members  on  their  giving  him  a  receipt,  expressing  the 
number  and  condition  of  the  Articles  taken  out,  and 
an  Obligation  to  return  them  clean,  and  in  an  equally 
good  condition.  He  shall  transmit  all  such  receipts 
to  the  Apparatus  Committee  at  their  Ordinary  Meet- 
ings. When  any  Apparatus  is  returned,  he  shall 
keep  it  apart  until  it  has  been  examined  by  a  Member 
of  the  Committee. 
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21.  Any  part  of  the  Apparatus  that  has  remained 
THREE  WEEKS  in  the  possession  of  a  Member  shall  be 
returned,  if  requested  in  writing  by  another  Member. 
If  such  Member  neglect  to  return  the  Apparatus  within 
THREE  DAYS  after  the  Request  has  been  presented,  he 
shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One  Shilling  for  each  day 
that  it  may  be  detained. 

22.  At  the  FIRST  Ordinary  Meeting  in  April,  the 
President  shall  order  all  Books  and  Apparatus  of  the 
Society  to  be  returned  on  or  before  the  ensuing  Wed- 
nesday at  TWELVE  o'clock,  with  a  view  to  their  Inspec- 
tion by  the  Committee  to  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose at  the  NEXT  Ordinary  Meeting,  according  to 
Law  3,  sect.  vi.  Chap.  XXII. — Should  the  Presi- 
dent fail  to  observe  this  Law,  he  shall  incur  the  Pe- 
nalty of  Five  Shillings. 

23.  At  the  SAME  Meeting,  the  Librarian  shall  inti- 
mate in  Writing  the  above  Order  to  every  Member 
who  may  have  in  his  possession  any  of  the  Books  or 
Apparatus  of  the  Society.  Should  the  Librarian  fail 
to  observe  this  Law,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Five 
Shillings.  The  Assistant  Librarian  shall  not  be 
obliged,  on  this  occasion,  to  call  upon  any  such  Mem- 
ber, for  the  purpose  of  receiving  his  books  or  apparatus. 

24.  If  any  Member  neglect  to  return  his  Books  by 
the  appointed  time,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Five 
Shillings  for  every  Book  not  returned.

PART  of  the  Apparatus  in  his  possession,  unless  he  shall

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

SECT.  I. — LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

1.  At  the  fikst  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Society 
AFTER  the  election  of  the  Annual  Presidents,  {See 
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Law  1,  Chap.  X.)  a  Committee  shall  be  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  proposing  and  purchasing  Books.  It 
shall  consist  of  five  Members  to  be  chosen  by  Ballot, 
and  of  the  two  Officiating  Presidents  for  the  evening. 
The  former  Presidents  are  to  continue  Members  of 
the  Committee  until  the  new  one  is  formed. 

2.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  first  and  third 
Fridays  of  evert  Month  during  the  session,  at  six 
o'clock  p.  M.  If  any  Member  be  absent  at  the  time 
of  Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Sixpence. 
If  he  neglect  to  attend  during  the  whole  of  the 
Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One  Shilling 
and  Sixpence.  No  excuses  for  Non- Attendance  shall 
be  deemed  valid,  except  those  specified  in  Law  3, 
Chap.  XII. 

3.  All  the  Proceedings  of  the  Committee  shall  be  mi- 
nuted by  themselves  in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  the  Minutes  shall  be  signed  at  each  Meeting 
by  ALL  the  Members  present,  under  the  Penalty  of 
One  Shilling  each. 

4.  They  shall  at  their  Ordinary  Meetings  examine 
all  accounts  relating  to  the  Library,  and  attest  the 
same  by  the  signatures  of  two  of  their  Members. 

5.  The  Committee  shall  Fine  those  Members  who 
neglect  to  return  the  Plates,  according  to  Law  13, 
Chap.  XXI.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Society 
receive  compensation  for  any  Injury  the  Plates  may 
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have  sustained  while  in  the  possession  of  any  Mem- 
ber. 

6*  The  Committee  shall,  on  the  first  and  thikd 
Ordinary  Meeting  of  every  Month,  present  to  the 
Society  a  List  of  Books  which  in  their  opinion  ought 
to  be  purchased,  stating,  as  nearly  as  they  can  estimate 
it,  the  Price  of  each  Work.    During  the  intermediate 
time  a  Book  shall  lie  in  one  of  the  drawers  of  the  Li- 
brary Table,  in  which  any  Member  may  propose  such 
Books  as  he  may  think  proper,  annexing  his  signature 
to  the  same ;  subject  however  to  the  revisal  of  the 
Committee,  who,  at  their  subsequent  Meeting  may  re- 
ject those  which  they  deem  improper.     Any  Member 
dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Library  Committee 
in  rejecting  a  work,  may  propose  the  admission  of  the 
same  in  the  Society,  by  a  motion  seconded  by  not  less 
than  FIVE  Members  ;  and  if  rejected,  the  proposing 
Member  shall  be  fined  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence, 
and  each  of  his  supporters  One  Shilling. 

7.  From  the  list  thus  presented  each  Book  shall, 
at  the  Ensuing  Ordinary  Meeting,  be  separately  pro- 
posed by  the  President,  and,  if  objected  to,  shall  be 
Ballotted  for.  During  the  intermediate  time,  it  shall 
be  affixed  to  some  conspicuous  place  in-  the  Library, 
and  circulate  in  the  Minutes.  No  Member  shall  be 
allowed  to  speak  more  than  onoe  for  or  against  any 
Book  proposed  by  the  Library  Committee.  If  no  ob- 
jection be  made  to  a  Book,  it  shall  be  considered  as 
admitted. 
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8.  The  Society  having  appointed  a  general  Book- 
seller, the  office  of  purchasing  books  shall  be  delegat- 
ed by  the  Library  Committee  to  two  of  their  Meni- 
bers,  who  shall  order  from  him,  within  two  week  days, 
siich  books  as  have  been  admitted  by  the  Society. 
Should  the  Sub-Committee  give  anOfder  to  any  Book- 
seller without  attending  to  these  conditions^  they  shall 
incur  a  Penalty  of  Five  Shillings  each,  and  the  So- 
ciety shall  not  be  responsible  for  such  Orders.  The 
Library  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  purchase  at 
sales,  or  from  any  Bookseller,  such  old  works  as  may 
have  been  approved  of  by  the  Society. 

9.  It  shali  be  the  Duty  of  the  Library-Committee  to 
inspect  the  conduct  of  the  Members  whom  they  ap- 
point for  the  purchase  of  Books ;  to  Fine  them  for  ne- 
glect in  a  sura  not  exceeding  Five  Shillings  ;  to  re- 
move them  for  improper  conduct  in  the  exercise  of 
their  Office,  and  to  substitute  others  in  their  room. 

10.  The  Library-Committee  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  number  in  rotation,  to  Stamp  in  some  conspicuous 
pdrt  all  Plates,  within  one  week  from  the  reception  of 
the  Book  containing  such  Plates,  and  also  the  Title- 
Page,  and  the  First  Page  of  the  Text  of  EVERY  Book, 
before  it  is  placed  in  the  Library-Drawer  or  Presses, 
the  name  of  the  Society,  under  the  Penalty  of  One 
Shilling  for  each  Book,  until  the  Fines  shall  amount 
to  Five  Shillings.   {See  Laws  5  and  6  Chap.  XXI.)

11.  They  shall  appoint  One  of  their  number  in  ro- 
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tation  to  enter  in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose, 
the  Titles  of  all  Books  received  into  the  Library : 
This  entry  the  Appointed  Member  is  required  to  com- 
plete previously  to  every  Meeting  of  the  Committee, 
under  the  Penalty  of  Sixpence  for  every  volume 
omitted,  until  the  Fine  amounts  to  Two  Shillings 
and  Sixpence. 

12.  Besides  their  Ordinary  Reports,  the  Committee 
shall  on  the  third  Ordinary  Meetings  of  December  and 
March,  appoint  a  Sub- Committee  to  prepare  a  state- 
ment of  the  Periodical  Publications  and  Transactions 
of  Societies  that  have  been  purchased  since  last  Re- 
port, and  of  deficiencies  existing,  to  be  laid  before  the 
Committee  at  its  next  Meeting  previously  to  its  being 
presented  to  the  Society  the  same  evening.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  also  be  intrusted  with  the  care  of  supply- 
ing the  deficiencies. 

13.  The  Committee  shall,  at  their  first  Meeting  in 
April,  appoint  a  Sub-Committee  to  examine  the  Order- 
Book,  and  report  at  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee, if  ALL  the  Books  ordered  in  the  course  of  the 
LAST  twelve  months  have  been  received  into  the  Li- 
brary. If  any  have  not  been  received,  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee shall  be  directed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
procure  them.  A  report  of  the  Books  thus  wanting 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Society,  and  entered  on  the 
Minutes  ;  and  this  list  shall  likewise  be  examined  by 
the  Committee  of  the  succeeding  Year,  who  shall  take 
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the  necessary  steps  to  procure  any  Books  that  may  still 
not  have  been  received. 

14.  Within  a  Fortnight  from  their  first  Meeting, 
after  the  close  of  the  Session,  the  Library-Committee, 
assisted  by  all  the  Presidents  in  Town,  shall  examine 
the  Minutes  of  the  Society,  for  the  purpose  of  extract- 
ing and  arranging  any  New  Laws  which  may  have  pass- 
ed at  the  LAST  Legislative  Meeting.  They  shall  like- 
wise prepare  a  separate  Catalogue  of  the  Books  added 
that  Session,  containing  the  Names  of  the  Books,  with 
the  Places  and  Times  of  their  Publication,  disposed  as 
in  the  former  Catalogues  in  Alphabetical  Order.  To 
this  Appendix  they  shall  annex  a  list  of  the  Donations 
.presented  to  the  Society  during  the  Session,  including 

that  transmitted  to  them  for  the  purpose  by  the  Muse- 
um-Committee, and  direct  the  whole  to  be  printed 
without  delay. 

15.  The  Committee  shall  meet  during  the  recess  on 
.the  FIRST  Monday  of  every  Montli,  at  three  o'clock

during  the  Session,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  from 
One  of  their  Number  a  list  of  the  publications  re-

It  „Hu^,^^'U  fcr.:-.^  ,h-ctt-'i-  u.c-.r-) 
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5.  The  Committee  shall  keep  regular  Minutes  of 
their  Proceedings,  and  the  Minutes  shall  be  signed  at 
EACH  Meeting  by  all  the  Members  present,  under  the 
Penalty  of  One  Shilling  each. 

6.  They  shall  at  their  Ordinary  Meetings  examine 
all  accounts  relating  to  the  Museum,  and  attest  the 
same  by  the  signatures  of  two  of  their  Members. 

T.  The  Committee  shall  consider  it  their  duty  to 
arrange  the  Articles  of  the  Museum  in  the  manner 
best  calculated  for  convenient  inspection,  and  otherwise 
to  afford  every  accommodation  in  their  power,  without 
opening  the  Presses,  which  are  as  much  as  possible  to 
be  kept  locked ;  and  they  shall  take  care  that  the  So- 
ciety receive  compensation  for  any  injury  which  the 
Museum  may  sustain  from  Members  visiting  it. 

8.  The  Assistant-Librarian  shall  be  intrusted  with 
the  Key  of  the  Museum.  He  shall  lend  it  to  any 
Member  between  the  Hours  of  ten  o'clock,  a.  m.  and 
TWO  o'clock,  p.  M.  provided  such  Member  inserts  his 
name  and  the  time  of  his  visit  in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for 
the  purpose-  If  any  Member  fail  to  observe  this  Law, 
or  having  obtained  the  Key  of  the  Museum  neglect 
to  return  it  to  the  Assistant-Librarian,  he  shall  incur 
the  Penalty  of  One  Shilling. 

9.  Members  may  take  from  the  Museum  such  Bones 
as  have  been  marked  by  the  Committee  for  circulation, 
upon  giving  a  receipt  to  the  Assistant-Librarian  with 
an  obligation  to  return  them  in  an  equally  good  condi- 
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lion  before  ihe  next  Meeting  of  the  Committee,  umier 
the  penalty  of  One  Shilling,  to  be  doubled  at  every 
Meeting  of  the  Committee  till  the  return  be  made.  No 
Member  shall  be  allowed  to  have  out  at  the  same  time 
more  than  either  the  Bones  of  one  Extremity,  the 
Bones  of  the  Head,  or  the  Vertebral  Column  with 
the  Pelvis  attached. 

10.  The  Committee  shall  keep  a  Manuscript  Cata- 
logue of  the  Articles  contained  in  the  Museum,  together 
with  a  Book  for  the  insertion  of  more  detailed  descrip- 
tions, and  histories  annexed  to  them. 

1 1.  The  Committee  shall  also  have  charge  of  a  Book, 
in  which  the  donations  of  all  persons  contributing  to 
the  Museum  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Committee. — This  book  shall 
lie  with  the  two  former  in  a  Drawer  of  the  Museum. — 
At  the  CLOSE  of  EVERY  Session,  a  list  of  the  donations 
presented  to  the  Museum  during  that  Session  shall  be 
copied  from  the  Register,  and  transmitted  to  the  Li- 
brary-Committee, for  the  purpose  of  being  printed  un- 
der their  direction,  at  the  end  of  the  Annual  Appendix 
to  the  Library-Catalogue.  {See  Law  14,  sect.  i.  of 
this  Chap.) 

12.  At  the  SECOND  Ordinary  Meeting  in  November, 
and  at  the  FonRTH  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March,  the 
Committee  shall  present  to  the  Society  a  Report  on  the 
State  of  the  Museum,  including  a  list  of  the  donations 
received  since  their  last  Report. 
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13.  During  the  recess,  the  Committee  shall  meet  on 
the  SECOND  Thursday  of  every  Month  at  two  o'clock, 
p.  M. ;  subject  to  the  same  fines  in  case  of  absence  as 
during  the  Session. 


SECT.  fV.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

1.  At  the  FIRST  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Society 
AFTER  the  Election  of  the  Annual  Presidents,  a  Com- 
mittee of  Finance  shall  be  appointed.  It  shall  consist 
of  FIVE  Members  to  be  chosen  by  Ballot,  and  of  the 
FOUR  Annual  Presidents. 

2.  This  Committee  shall  have  the  sole  charge  of 
inspecting  the  Society's  accounts,  and  shall  consider  it 
their  duty  to  suggest  whatever  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient towards  impi'oving  or  economizing  the  Society's 
resources. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  first  Saturday 
of  EVERY  Month  throughout  the  year  at  eleven  o'clock, 
A.  M.  when  they  shall  examine  the  accounts  of  the  So- 
ciety for  the  preceding  Month.  They  shall  also  have 
an  Extraordinary  Meeting  at  the  same  hour,  on  the 
Thursday  following  the  last  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the 
Session,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  Statement  to 
be  presented  at  the  second  Extraordinary  Meeting  of 
the  Society  at  the  close  of  the  Session.  [See  Law  7 
of  this  Section,) 
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4.  If  any  Member  of  the  Committee  be  absent  at  the 
time  of  Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Six- 
pence ;  if  he  neglect  to  attend  during  the  whole  of 
the  Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One  Shil- 
ling and  Sixpence.  No  excuse  for  non-attendance 
shall  be  deemed  valid,  except  those  specified  in  Law  3, 
Chap.  XII. 

5.  The  Committee  shall  keep  regular  Minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  and  the  Minutes  shall  be  signed  at 
EACH  Meeting  by  all  the  Members  present,  under  the 
Penalty  of  One  Shilling  each. 

6.  During  the  first  Week  of  December,  the  Com- 
mittee shall  appoint  two  of  their  number,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Presidents,  to  superintend  the  periodical 
collection  of  outstanding  accounts,  with  a  view  to  their 
punctual  discharge,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first 
day  of  that  Month. 

7.  At  the  SECOND  Ordinary  Meeting  in  January,  the 
Committee  shall  present  a  Statement  of  the  Funds  and 
Expenditure  of  the  Society,  digested  under  proper 
heads,  as  likewise  of  the  balance  remaining  at  the  end 
of  that  period.  The  Statement  shall  comprehend  all 
the  particulars  in  distinct  columns,  so  as  to  exhibit,  at 
a  .single  view,  the  collected  account  of  the  whole  Year; 
a  General  Abstract  of  which,  together  with  a  Statement 
of  the  Accumulating  Fund,  shall  be  subjoined.  At 
the  Second  Extraordinary  meeting  at  the  close  of  the 
Session,  the  Committee  shall  present  a  report  of  the 
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then  state  of  the  funds  and  engagements  of  the  Society. 
— The  reports  of  the  Committee  shall  be  inserted  at 
LARGE  in  the  Minutes. 

8.  The  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  a  fund,  to 
be  laid  aside  from  the  Annual  Income  of  the  Society, 
and  vested  in  its  name  in  public  securities,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  keeping  the  House  and  Premises  in  repair,  and 
for  making  any  necessary  additions  or  alterations 
thereto.  The  sum  to  be  laid  aside  shall  be'at  the  rate 
of  Ten  per  Cent,  when  the  Annual  Income  of  the  So- 
ciety amounts  to  or  exceeds  Five  Hundred  Pounds 
Sterling.  The  deduction  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
Meeting  of  the  Committee  for  preparing  the  annual 
report,  and  the  sum  shall  be  invested  immediately 
thereafter  by  the  Treasurer  under  direction  of  the 
Committee. 

9'.  No  part  of  the  accumulating  Fund  shall  be  ap- 
propriated to  any  purpose  whatever,  vj'ithout  the  consent 
of  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  Society,  and  the  Bank 
in  which  the  Fund  is  deposited,  shall  not  pay  any  part 
thereof  except  to  the  Treasurer,  after  having  been  duly 
authorized  so  to  do  by  a  letter  signed  by  the  Presidents 
and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  with  instructions 
as  to  the  amount  to  be  drawn. 

10.  The  Committee  shall  have  exclusive  authority 
to  direct  the  Ordinary  Expenditure  connected  with  the 
Society's  premises.  No  servant  of  the  Society  shall 
be  permitted  to  purchase  any  thing  without  their  sane- 
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tion,  and  they  shall  consider  it  their  duty  to  prevent 
all  waste. 


SECT:I£. — COMMITTEE  OF  FINES. 

1.  The  Committee  of  Fines  shall  consist  of  nine 
Members ;  namely,  the  four  Annual  Presidents,  and 
the  FIVE  Senior  Ordinary  Members. 

2.  This  Committee  shall  meet  evert  Friday  during 
the  SESSION,  at  one  o'clock,  p.  m.  If  any  Member  be 
absent  at  the  time  of  Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  Penal- 
ty of  Sixpence  ;  if  he  be  absent  during  the  whole  of 
the  Meeting,  he  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One  Shil- 
ling. No  excuses  for  non-attendance  shall  be  deemed 
valid,  except  those  specified  in  Law  3,  Chap.  XII. 

3.  At  their  Ordinary  Meetings,  the  Committee  shall 
examine  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  Meeting  of  the 
Society,  and  authenticate  the  same  by  their  signatures. 
They  shall  also  examine  all  fines  that  shall  have  been 
incurred  not  later  than  a  fortnight  before,  and 
shall  determine  by  ballot  every  question  which  may 
arise  respecting  the  validity  of  Appeals  from  Fines. 
Each  Member  shall  be  understood  to  have  pledged  his 
honour,  that  he  will  not  divulge  what  may  pass  among 
them,  unless  publicly  in  a  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
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having  previously  obtained  permission  from  the  Society 
so  to  do. 

4.  They  shall  receive  from  the  Secretary  a  list  of 
those  Members  who  neglect  to  obey  the  order  for  re- 
turning Books  and  Apparatus  at  the  stated  periodj  as 
specified  in  Law  29,  sect.  i.  Chap.  XV. 

5.  At  their  first  Meetings  in  the  Months  of  Novem- 
ber, January,  and  March,  they  shall  direct  the  Secre- 
tary to  transmit  to  every  Member  a  written  account 
of  his  Fines ;  at  their  next  Meeting  they  shall  receive 
from  him  a  statement  of  the  accounts  so  delivered,  and. 
of  the  sums  received  by  him  in  consequence  thereof; 
which  statement,  corrected  as  they  may  find  necessary^ 
shall,  on  the  following  evening,  be  presented  to  the 
President  in  office.    {See  Laws  5 — 7,  Chap.  XIL) 

6.  When  an  Appeal  shall  be  made  to  the  Commit-^ 
tee  which  appears  to  them  reasonable,  but  which  they 
are  prevented  from  sustaining  by  a  positive  law,  they 
shall  recommend  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  Society. 

7.  The  Committee  of  Fines  shall  have  an  Extraor- 
dinary Meeting  at  one  o'clock,  p.  m.  on  the  Saturday 
subsequent  to  the  last  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety, when  they  shall  determine  on  all  Fines  incurred 
previously  to  their  meeting,  and  not  formerly  examined. 
They  shall  then  direct  the  Secretary  to  transmit  to 
EVEBv  Member  an  account  of  his  Fines.  On  the  fol- 
lowing Wednesday  they  shall  have  another  Extraor- 
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dinary  meeting  at  hale-past  six  o'clock,  p.  m.  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  the  statement  of  the  Fines  to  be 
presented  on  the  same  Evening  to  the  President.  (See 
Laws  3—7,  Chap.  XII.) 

8.  The  Committee  shall  have  two  Extraordinary- 
Meetings  xluring  the  KECESs;  viz.  on  the  third  Friday 
of  May  and  July  at  one  o'clock,  p.  m.  subject  to  the 
usual  Fines  in  case  of  absence,  when  they  shall  deter- 
mine on  ALL  Fines  incurred  previously  to  their  Meet- 
ing, and  not  formerly  examined.  They  shall  then  di- 
rect the  Seci-etary  to  transmit  to  every  Member  an 
account  of  his  Fines,  which  must  be  paid  to  the  Secre- 
tary on  or  before  the  succeeding  Thursday,  under  the 
additional  Penalty  of  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence. 
The  money  so  collected  shall  be  paid  by  the  Secretary 
to  the  Treasurer  according  to  Law.  From  the  decision 
of  the  Committee  at  these  two  last  mentioned  Meet- 
ings, there  shall  be  no  appeal. 

9.  The  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Fines  shall 
incur  a  penalty  of  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  each, 
at  any  time  when  it  shall  appear  to  a  majority  of  the 
Society  that  they  have  acted  inconsistently  with,  or  in 
violation  of  a  positive  Law. 

10.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Fine  Committee, 
the  Secretary  shall  inform  the  next  oldest  Ordinary 
Member  of  the  Society,  that  he  is  expected  to  officiate 
as  a  Member  of  the  said  Committee  from  that  date.

4.  The  above-mentioned  Committees  shall  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  President  in  Office,  unless  an  objection  be 
made  to  this  mode  of  appointing  the  Committee,  be- 
fore the  President  shall  have  nominated  any  Member, 
in  which  case  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  by  Ballot. 

5.  At  the  LAST  Ordinai-y  Meeting  in  February,  a 
Committee  consisting  of  ten  Members,  chosen  by  Bal- 
lot, shall  be  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
subjects  for  the  Dissertations  to  be  written  on  during 
the  ENSUING  Session,  as  specified  in  Law  1,  Chap.

3.  If  a  Committee  be  thought  necessary  for  any 
other  purposes  than  those  already  specified,  the  pro- 
poser of  the  motion  for  the  execution  of  which  the 
Committee  may  be  thought  necessary,  shall  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  President  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee. The  Chairman  shall  then  nominate  a  second 
Member,  the  second  a  third,  and  so  on  till  the  Com- 
mittee be  completed ;  but  should  any  Member  object 
to  this  mode  of  procedure,  such  Committee  shall  be 
elected  by  Ballot.
